The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Gen.  Wilder  S.  Metcalf, 
president  of  the  Society.  After  a  few  words  of  greeting  he 
asked  for  the  report  of  the  secretary. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

To  the  Board  of  Director's^  Kansas  State  Historical  Society: 

With  this  annual  meeting-  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  closes 
one  of  its  best  years.  The  Society  has  grown  in  every  department.  While 
we  have  labored  under  some  disadvantages  and  do  still  labor  under  them, 
we  have  made  material  progress  in  every  line  of  our  work.  When  we 
consider  the  unsettled  conditions  prevailing  generally  over  the  country 
for  the  last  five  years,  it  is  nothing  less  than  remarkable  that  we  have 
been  able  to  show  a  material  advance  for  every  year  of  the  great  World 
War. 

FINANCES. 

The  increased  cost  of  every  commodity  entering-  into  our  work  made 
it  necessary  to  request  an  increase  in  the  appropriations  made  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Society.  The  appropriations  have  always  been  small, 
and  this  was  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  Society.  The  total  amount  ap- 
propriated for  the  support  of  the  Society  by  the  legislature  of  1917  was 
$13,500.  There  was  a  general  demand  made  upon  the  legislature  of  1919 
for  an  increase  in  salaries.  Increases  were  granted  the  employees  of 
the  Historical  Society,  but  not  in  all  cases  in  proportion  to  the  increases 
granted  some  other  institutions  having  employees  performing  the  same 
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class  of  work.  The  additions  iriado  to  the  salaries  of  th(;  employees  of 
the  Historical  Society  are  shown  here:

Unless  conditions  chanj^e  before  the  meetinj^  of  the  next  lej^islature 
there  will  probably  be  another  readjustment  of  the  salaries  of  state  enn- 
ployees.  If  so,  the  Society  will  make  an  effort  to  have  its  employees 
placed  upon  an  eciuality  with  the  employees  of  other  depai  tments  of  state. 

MEMBERSHIP  FEE  FUND. 

By  referring-  to  the  report  of  the  treasurer  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
membership  fee  fund  is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Liberty  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $1,000  have  already  been  purchased  from  this  fund,  and  there 
is  more  than  $1,000  additional  remaininj?  in  the  fund  at  the  present  time. 
From  this  membership  fee  fund  the  Society  pays  such  expenses  as  are 
not  borne  by  the  state.  It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  the  present  ad- 
ministration of  the  Historical  Society  that  the  membership  fee  fund  has 
borne  many  of  the  expenses  of  moving  the  Society  and  getting  it  settled 
and  established  in  the  Memorial  Building  and  is  now,  after  all  these  ex- 
penditures, several  times  as  large  as  it  was  when  this  administration 
assumed  direction  of  its  affairs.  It  is  possible  that  another  bond  in  the 
amount  of  $500  should  be  purchased  from  this  fund.  This  can.be  done 
and  leave  a  sufficient  sum  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses 
usually  falling  upon  this  fund. 

CHECKING. 

The  secretary  requested  the  state  accountant  to  make  an  examination 
of  the  books  of  the  Society,  beginning  vvith  the  present  administration, 
which  was  in  1914.  The  treasurer  desired  that  her  account  be  checked 
back  to  the  time  she  assumed  her  office.  The  state  accountant  made  this 
examination  and  found  no  irregularities  and  no  discrepancies  in  the  ac- 
counts. The  books  of  the  Historical  Society  and  the  books  of  the  state 
auditor  were  found  to  agree  perfectly.  The  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  membership  fee  fund  and  the  trust  funds  as  shown  by  the  books 
of  the  Society  were  also  carefully  examined  by  the  state  accountant,  and 
were  found  to  be  correct.  A  report  showing  the  result  of  the  examination 
of  the  accounts  of  the  Society  was  filed  by  the  state  accountant  in  the 
office  of  the  governor.  The  amounts  and  conditions  of  the  membership 
fee  fund  and  the  trust  funds  will  be  found  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
treasurer. 
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LIliUAKY. 

The  j^rowth  of  the  library  continues.  It  is  more  arnl  more  consulted 
by  students  and  tlie  public  K<'"<''iilly.  It  covers  a  wide  ran^'e,  and  for 
all  purposes  is  |)i()l)al)ly  the  best  library  in  the  West.  It  is  certainly  so 
if  our  manuscripts  are  included.  The  accessions  and  total  number  of 
volumes  in  the  library  and  tliose  sections  included  in  its  immediate  work

MUSEUM. 

There  have  been  no  notable  accessions  to  the  museum.  There  have 
been  many  ordinary  accessions.  It  was  the  hope  of  the  Society  to  have  a 
good  collection  of  relics  from  the  World  War.  Many  relics  of  the  war 
have  been  promised  and  but  few  have  been  delivered.  Application,  in 
the  name  of  soUliers,  was  made  for  space  in  the  museum  for  war  relics. 
The  west  room  of  the  museum  was  set  aside  for  this  purpose,  but  so  far 
no  relics  have  been  deposited  there.  We  will  secure  these  relics  in  time, 
but  we  had  hoped  to  have  quite  a  display  by  this  meeting.  In  this  we  are 
disappointed. 

NEV\^SPAPER  SECTION. 

The  usual  growth  has  been  maintained  in  the  newspaper  section.  The 
Society  is  receiving,  filing  and  having  bound  more  than  600  newspapers. 
Of  these  Gl  are  dailies,  496  are  weeklies,  9  are  semiweeklies,  60  are 
monthlies,  1  is  bimonthly,  2  are  quarterlies,  and  two  are  published  oc- 
casionally. These  are  all  those  published  in  the  state,  with  possibly  one 
or  two  exceptions.  Our  newspaper  collection  is  our  pride,  and  still  re- 
mains the  largest  newspaper  collection  in  the  world. 

The  shelving  in  the  newspaper  section  has  not  been  completed  and 
there  are  several  thousand  volumes  of  newspapers  lying  on  benches  in 
the  basement.  An  additional  deck  is  to  be  put  in  this  year.  It  will 
accommodate  a  good  part  of  the  newspapers  not  now  filed.  Shelving  for 
additional  newspapers  will  have  to  be  built  in  the  basement  of  the  build- 
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inji"  after  thi;  space  allotted  in  llu'  ncwspajx-r  stacking  i«  taken  u(j. 
There  is  space  in  the  basement  for  a  larj^c  amount  of  shelvinj^,  and  in 
the  future  the  overflow  of  iH,'Wsj)ai)ei-s  will  have  to  he  (iisposcfi  of  in  tliat 
part  of  our  (juarters. 

Ak(MlIVKS. 

The  accessions  to  the  archives  continue  in  al)Out  tiie  same  lii  ojirn  tions. 
Tile  annual  re[)()it  for  each  of  the  last  four  years  has  shown  that  there 
was  no  means  for  properly  filinp^  and  classifying;  the  archives  of  the 
Society.  The  last  legislature  made  no  aj>propriation  for  slu'lvin^  in  tlx.- 
archives  department.  This  is  to  be  regretted,  as  there  is  scarcely  a  day 
that  the  material  in  the  archives  room  is  not  in  use  by  and  for  the  pulj- 
lic.  It  is  very  diHicult  to  find  records  and  papers  there  in  the  condition 
in  which  the  archives  are  bound  to  be  kept  in  the  absence  of  proper 
shelving.  The  Society  requested  a  fund  for  movable  furniture  for  its 
use.  The  request  w^as  not  j^ranted,  and  the  furniture  which  has  been 
purchased  was  bought  from  the  fund  provided  for  movable  furniture 
g-enerally  for  the  Memorial  Building. 

NEW  CERTIFICATES. 

The  forms  for  certificates  of  annual  membership  and  renewal  of  an- 
nual membership  were  believed  by  the  Secretary  to  be  defective  in  that 
they  did  not  state  the  exact  facts  of  renewal.  In  the  old  form  a  member 
renewing  his  payment  for  annual  dues  was  given  a  certificate  stating  that 
he  had  been  duly  elected  a  member  of  the  Society.  This  was  not  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  constitution,  and  a  new  certificate  was  designed  showing 
that  by  the  payment  of  his  dues  he  renewed  his  membership  for  the 
current  year.  A  different  certificate  was  provided  for  those  who  were 
elected  members,  and  a  certificate  receipt  was  provided  to  bridge  over  the 
time  between  the  payment  of  their  fee  for  membership  and  the  time  the 
certificate  was  delivered  after  election. 

WAR  ACTIVITIES. 

The  last  repoit  of  the  seci'olai-y  outlined  what  the  Society  had  under- 
taken in  the  matter  of  preserving  the  record  of  war  activities  in  Kansas. 
The  biographies,  photographs  and  letters,  or  copies  thereof,  of  many 
Kansas  soldiers  in  the  great  World  War  have  been  received.  The  Society 
requested  of  the  legislature  an  appropriation  for  filing  material  in  which 
to  dispose  of  these  biographies,  photographs  and  letters.  It  also  requested 
some  additional  help  to  be  used  in  assorting,  classifying  and  filing  the 
biographies,  photographs  and  letters.  The  house  allowed  the  request, 
but  the  senate  cut  out  the  appropriation  proposed  by  the  house.  The 
executive  committee  of  the  Memorial  Building  Commission  purchased 
two  filing  cases  for  the  Society,  and  they  have  been  filled.  From  the 
fund  for  movable  furniture  for  the  Memorial  Building  the  Executive 
Council  has  purchased  ten  additional  filing  cases  for  this  same  material. 

As  rapidly  as  the  present  force  of  the  Society  can  do  so,  the  letters 
and  other  sources  of  information  will  be  filed  permanently  in  these  steel 
cases.  Many  of  the  letters  received  from,  soldiers  and  the  parents  of 
soldiers  remain  yet  unopened,  for  the  reason  that  the  present  force  of 
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the  Society  has  not  found  time  to  assort,  chissify  and  i'lU-  them.  Our  fort-e 
is  too  small.    It  can  do  little  more  than  dispose  of  the  daily  current  work. 

The  matter  of  photographs  in  this  collection  will  have  to  he  ^^iven 
some  attention  by  the  next  Ic^^islature.  Many  parents  sent  photo^^raphs, 
with  the  re(juest  that  they  he  returned.  These  cannot  he  returned  until 
copies  are  made  of  them.  To  copy  these  photographs  would  cost  a  con- 
siderable sum,  probably  ^'i.fjOO.  It  was  the  intention  of  this  Society  to 
have  the  oHicial  photographer  make  copies  of  these  ph(jtof^raphs  at  his 
own  expense,  with  the  expectation  of  securinj^  orders  from  the  parents 
and  selling-  them  photographs  to  reiml)urse  him  for  his  work.  The  So- 
ciety would  in  that  way  receive  one  of  the  copies  free  of  charge.  This 
plan  is  objected  to  for  the  reason  that  many  people  would  not  understand 
it  and  would  think  it  was  an  imposition  on  them.  Some  might  even 
think  there  v  as  graft  connected  with  it.  This  particular  feature  of 
gathering  war  material  has  come  to  be  a  problem  with  which  some  dif- 
ficulty is  connected,  and  the  solution  of  it  is  not  within  sight.  The 
executive  committee  of  the  Society  will  probably  take  up  this  matter  with 
the  governor  and  adjutant  general  in  the  very  near  future  and  see  if  a 
satisfactory  plan  cannot  be  worked  out. 

In  the  matter  of  literature  of  the  World  War  the  Society  has  fared 
well.  We  have  received  quantities  of  reports,  bulletins  and  maps.  This 
is  the  foundation  of  what  will  become  a  great  collection.  The  govern- 
ment has  scarcely  commenced  its  publication  of  war  records.  We  have 
of  course  secured  all  the  government  publications.  Other  states  will  issue 
reports  and  these  will  be  secured.  The  American  Legion  will  begin  in 
the  near  future  to  publish  reports  and  possibly  other  material. 

POSTERS. 

In  the  matter  of  posters  of  the  World  War  the  Society  has  been  most 
fortunate.  It  has  a  fine  collection  of  French  posters.  Gov.  Henry  J. 
Allen  donated  to  the  Society  173  French  posters.  These  he  purchased  in 
France.  It  is  one  of  the  best  collections  of  P'rench  posters  in  the  country. 
H  is  the  foundation  of  what  will  pi-obably  he  the  best  collection  of  French 
posters  owned  by  any  historical  society.  Governor  Allen's  generosity  in 
this  respect  is  worthy  of  special  recognition,  and  this  meeting  should 
appoint  a  committee  to  formulate  a  letter  of  acknowledgment  and  thanks 
for  this  splendid  collection  of  French  posters. 

Of  the  posters  issued  by  the  United  States  government  and  various 
bodies  engaged  in  war  activity  by  its  direction  the  Society  has  a  splendid 
collection.  There  may  have  been  issued  a  few  posters  which  the  Society 
does  not  have,  but  it  has  a  large  number  of  duplicates,  and  these  can  be 
exchanged  for  those  the  Society  does  not  possess.  In  this  way  we  will 
come  to  have  a  complete  set  of  American  posters. 

OFFICIAL  .MOVING-PICTURE  FILMS. 

With  the  assistance  of  Governor  Allen,  Senator  Capper  and  Senator 
Curtis,  the  Society  secured  from  the  War  Department  twenty-three  reels 
of  the  official  moving-picture  films  sent  out  by  the  department  for  the 
instruction  of  the  people.  These  war  pictures  have  been  shown  on  the 
screens  of  most  of  the  moving-picture  houses  in  the  United  States.  The 
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full  set  cont  Jiifis  tliirty-oMc  reels.  The  War  Ot'ijartiiieiit  wus  uriul^le  to 
furnish  us  the  full  set,  Imt  sent  twenty-three  reels.  These  have  been 
placed  in  a  case  specially  nwide  for  them  and  have  been  put  in  Kood  con- 
dition. They  will  last  for  many  years  and  will  be  shown  from  time  to 
time.  The  condition  under  which  tiiey  were  sent  to  the  Society  prohibits 
their  use  at  any  place  where  an  admissiorj  fee  is  char^^ed.  These  njoving 
pictures  foi-m  a  valuable  part  of  our  war  material. 

HOOKS  OK  KANSAS  SOf.DIKKS. 

Capt.  Charles  K.  Dienst,  of  the  Mrj.'id  infantiy,  K'Jth  divi.sion,  was  ap- 
pointed by  his  rej?iment  to  compile  and  wi-ite  its  history.  In  this  work  he 
was  to  be  assisted  by  Colonel  Reeves  and  Chaplain  (iray,  and  ijossibly 
other  oflicers.  Captain  Dienst  worked  in  the  rooms  of  the  llislorical 
Society  most  of  the  summer.  lie  was  later  appointed  superintendent  of 
the  hi^h  school  at  Boise,  Idaho,  wliere  he  now  is.  He  is  continuin^c  the 
work,  however,  and  his  book  will  be  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  history 
of  what  Kansas  did  in  the  great  war. 

The  history  of  the  Thirty-fifth  division  has  been  written  by  Charles  B. 
Hoyt  and  published  by  Charles  Lyon,  both  men  having  served  with  that 
division.  The  Society  furnished  what  information  was  called  f(n-  in  the 
writing  of  this  book  on  the  World  War. 

MEMORIAL  BUILDING. 

Prior  to  the  meeting-  of  the  last  legislature  there  was  a  movement  to 
turn  the  Memorial  Building-  over  to  the  Executive  Council  of  the  state. 
The  state  auditor  informed  the  secretary  of  the  Memorial  Building  Com- 
mission that  he  would  recommend  that  the  building  be  turned  over  to  the 
State  Executive  Council,  including  that  portion  formerly  set  asi'de  for 
the  use  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  He  made  such  a  recom- 
mendation in  his  report  to  the  legislature.  A  bill  was  drav.-n  along  the 
lines  of  his  sug'gestion.  This  bill  was  amended  by  the  Senate.  The 
amendment  permitted  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Department  of 
Kansas,  to  retain  that  portion  of  the  second  lloor  of  the  building  which 
had  been  formerly  set  aside  to  it.  The  secretary  of  the  Historical  Society 
secured  an  amendment  to  the  bill  which  settled  the  controversy  concern- 
ing that  portion  of  the  second  floor  occupied  by  the  Historical  Society  for 
its  library.  An  amendment  was  inserted  giving  that  part  of  the  second 
floor  over  into  the  charge  of  the  State  Executive  Council,  which  is  equiv- 
alent to  giving-  it  to  the  State  Historical  Society. 

The  Historical  Society  has  now  confirmed  to  it  all  that  portion  of  the 
building  which  was  intended  for  its  use  as  shown  by  the  plans  of  the  state 
architect  adopted  by  the  Memorial  Building  Commission.  The  Society  is 
gratified  that  the  controversy  over  that  j)art  of  the  second  floor  used  for 
its  library  is  settled.  While  no  considerable  number  of  the  members  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  desired  to  dispossess  the  Historical 
Society  of  that  part  of  the  book-stacking-,  there  was  a  small  number  of 
trouble  makers  who  missed  no  opportunity  to  annoy  the  Society  with 
threats  to  have  the  library  moved  from  the  second  floor.  This  could  never 
have  been  accomplished,  but  it  was  a  source  of  annoyance.  The  law 
never  intended  that  this  part  of  the  second  floor  should  be  given  into  the 
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custody  of  (iraiul  A  nny  of  tln'  K<*f)ublic.  'I'hc  (jiaiul  Army  huH  now 
all  the  second  floor  except  the  lihraiy,  and  this  is  all  the  law  contem- 
plated that  it  ever  should  have,  so  it  has  lost  iiolliinK-  i^y  the  f)ill  placirij? 
the  buildinj^  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Council. 

Hefore  tuiniii^^  the  huildin^-  over  to  the  State  Executive  Council  the 
secietary  rt'(iuested  the  state  accountant  to  check  the  expenditures  for 
the  construction  of  the  building  with  the  Ijooks  of  the  auditor.  This  he 
did,  and  found  no  discrepancies  or  ei  iors  in  the  expenditures  made  in 
erectinfJT  the  Memorial  Building.  The  result  uf  his  checkinj^  was  a  mat- 
ter of  pride  to  the  Memorial  Buildin^j^  Commission.  The  structure  has 
cost  over  $500,000  and  its  election  has  embraced  the  time  from  1901)  to 
1919.  Having'  the  books  balance  to  a  cent,  and  to  turn  over  the  buildinj^ 
without  a  dollar  of  indebtedness  outstanding-  against  it,  was  an  achieve- 
ment not  often  attained. 

The  final  report  of  the  secretary  turninj-:  over  the  building  was  filed 
with  the  secretary  of  state  July  IT),  1919.  The  report  contains  a  detailed 
statement  of  every  item  of  expenditure  incurred  in  putting-  up  the  build- 
ing- and  a  g-eneral  statement  of  the  transactions  of  the  Memorial  Building 
Commission.  The  report  contains  more  than  one  hundred  typewritten 
pages. 

CHANGE  OF  DATK  FOR  ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  matter  of  the  date  for  the  annual  meeting  has  frequently  been 
brought  up  for  discussion;  in  fact  the  date  has  been  changed  a  time  or 
two.  The  meeting  was  in  the  month  of  January  for  some  years.  It  was 
then  changed  to  December,  and  is  now  in  the  month  of  October.  January 
is  the  better  month,  especially  in  legislative  years.  It  is  suggested  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  to  consider  this  matter  and  bring  in  a  report  to 
be  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting  in  1920. 

TERMS  OF  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER. 

The  terms  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  expire  with  the  annual  meet- 
ing. This  brings  the  close  of  tlieir  tei'ms  to  the  middle  of  our  fiscal  year. 
The  auditor  of  state  has  more  than  once  suggested  that  the  Historical 
Society  make  a  change,  bringing  the  close  of  the  terms  of  the  secretary 
and  treasurer  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  which  is  June  30.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  this  matter  and  bring 
in  a  report  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  "annual  meeting  in  1920. 

DEATH  OF  MRS.  CLICK. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  note  the  passing  away  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Ryder  Click,  widow  of  George  W.  Click.  She  died  at  the  home  of  her 
daughter,  Mrs.  James  W.  Orr,  September  13,  1919.  Governor  Click  was 
for  years  one  of  the  valued  and  helpful  members  of  this  Society,  and 
was  its  president.  Mrs.  Click  was  interested  in  our  work,  and  she  was  one 
of  those  pioneer  women  whose  faith  and  fortitude  contributed  much  to 
the  upbuilding  of  Kansas.  Few  women  in  Kansas  have  had  a  wider 
acquaintance  in  the  state,  and  none  have  been  held  in  more  esteem. 

Mrs.  Click  was  born  in  Creensburg,  Ohio,  February  26,  1834.  She 
and  Governor  Click  were  married  at  Massillon,  Ohio,  September  17, 
1857.    They  moved  to  Atchison,  Kan.,  in  1858.    There  they  settled  down 
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and  there  they  lived  the  reMiainder  of  their  liv<'.s.  'I'hey  lived  to  the- 
end  of  their  days  in  the  same  ward  in  which  they  befifan  life  there.  So 
has  another  of  the  pioneers  of  Kansas  passed  from  the  scene.

If  there  is  no  advance  there  is  retrogression, 
stagnation,  death. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  centuries  that  have  come  and  gone  cry  out  to 
us,  "Woe  to  the  nation  which  forgets  its  past."  And  eloquence  itself  has 
proclaimed  that  there  can  be  no  guide  to  the  future  but  the  experiences  of 
the  past. 

It  is  the  object  of  this  Society  to  preserve  the  memory  of  those  events 
in  the  annals  of  Kansas  which  may  prove  lamps  to  guide  the  feet  of 
the  people  as  they  grope  and  labor  and  strive  to  climb  the  mountains  of 
progress  looming  ever  ahead  of  the  human  race.  Ours  is  a  great  and 
glorious  work,  and  would  that  we  could  attract  the  attention  of  men  as 
they  rush  by  in  the  mad  scramble  of  life  bearing  with  them  few  or  no 
charts  of  the  oceans  of  the  past,  which,  Jying  forgotten,  are  also  the 
oceans  of  the  future.  For  man  ever  travels  in  a  circle.  Every  genera- 
tion must  learn  anew  and  for  itself  the  experiences  of  the  former  genera- 
tion. All  it  can  hope  to  do  is  to  add  a  little  to  that  sum  of  human  knowl- 
edge which  is  the  tower  mankind  is  slowly  building  up  to  light  the  way 
of  the  world.

On  motion  of  Judge  Slonecker,  seconded  by  E.  B.  Jewett,  the 
report  of  the  secretary  was 'adopted. 

The  president  then  asked  for  discussion  of  certain  sugges- 
tions made  by  Secretary  Connelley  in  his  report.  The  first  was 
the  formal  acknowledgment  of  the  gift  of  Governor  Allen  to 
the  Society  of  a  collection!  of  French  posters.  This  collection, 
numbering  nearly  175  war  posters,  is  a  very  beautiful  and  val- 
uable one  and  merits  a  more  formal  acceptance  than  is  ordi- 
narily given  for  gifts  to  the  Society. 
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The  president  expressed  himself  in  favor  of  a  special  vole  of 
thanks  to  Governor  Allen;  and  it  was  n^ioved  by  Mr.  McNeal, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Denison,  that  such  a  vote  be  taken,  and  that 
the  secretary  be  instructed  to  write  a  letter  to  (lOvernor  Allen 
conveying?  to  him  the  appreciation  of  the  Society  as  expressed 
by  a  vote  of  thanks  of  the  board  of  directors  for  his  generous 
gift.  This  motion  was  unanimously  carried,  and  the  secretary 
was  instructed  to  wa-ite  such  a  letter. 

The  second  recommendation  of  the  secretary,  involving  a 
change  in  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting-  was  next  taken  up. 
It  was  the  sense  of  the  board  that  a  committee  of  three  persons 
be  named  by  the  president  to  look  into  the  matter  and  report 
later.  But  this  was  only  a  suggestion  and  was  referred  for  ac- 
tion to  the  annual  meeting. 

The  same  action  was  taken  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
secretary,  made  at  the  suggestion  of  the  state  auditor,  that  the 
terms  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Society  expire  with 
the  fiscal  year  of  the  state.  In  discussion  it  was  brought  out 
that  such  a  plan  had  been  followed  in  other  bureaus  and  de- 
partments of  state  and  that  it  simplified  financial  matters  for 
the  state  accountant  and  the  state  auditor. 

The  secretary's  report  having  been  disposed  of,  the  presi- 
dent asked  for  the  report  of  the  treasurer.  This  was  read  by 
Secretary  Connelley.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morehouse,  seconded  by  Mr.  Tucker,  the 
report  of  the  treasurer  was  accepted. 

President  Metcalf  then  called  for  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  nominations  for  officers,  which  was  read  by  Secre- 
tary Connelley.

The  report  was  approved  by  the  board  and  referred  for  final 
action  to  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  to  be  held 
immediately  after  the  annual  meeting. 

The  president  asked  for  further  business  to  come  before 
the  board.  Secretary  Connelley  stated  that  there  was  a  mat- 
ter requiring  some  discussion  which  should  properly  come  be- 
fore the  meeting.  This  matter  was  the  desire  on  the  part  of 
Mr.  Harry  M.  Washburn  to  recover  from  the  state  and  the 
Society  a  powder  horn  given  by  his  uncle,  Avery  Washburn. 
The  secretary  had  asked  Mr.  Washburn  to  come  before  the 
board  and  make  his  statement. 
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Upon  the  ro(|U(ist  of  I*resi(lenl  Metcall",  iMr.  Washburn  ap- 
peared before  the  board. 

In  substance  he  said  that  the  Society  had  in  its  possession 
a  powder  horn  made  and  used  by  his  ancestor,  Nathan  Wash- 
burn;  that  Nathan  Washburn  carried  the  horn  through  the 
Revolutionary  War,  and  that  it  was  a  much  prized  relic  in  the 
Washburn  family;  that  it  was  ol)tained  from  his  father  by 
means  not  entirely  fair.  In  sui)port  of  the  statement  that  it 
had  been  his  father's  exclusive  property  he  read  from  liis 
father's  diary  the  following  entry : 

Dec.  3,  1852.  .  .  .  With  Randolph  I  visit  our  father,  whom  I  had 
not  seen  for  over  ten  years;  he  hardly  recoj^nized  me;  was  in  ^^ood 
health;  he  j^ave  me  the  powder  horn. 

Wr.  Washburn  then  went  on  to  say  that  at  this  time  his 
father  had  come  from  Louisiana  back  to  his  old  home  in  Con- 
necticut to  visit  his  family  and  to  be  married.  Immediately 
after  his  marriage  he  and  his  bride  had  returned  south,  taking 
the  powder  horn  with  them,  and  it  had  remained  in  their  pos- 
session for  more  than  thirty  years.  Some  time  prior  to  1887, 
Mr.  Washburn  had  had  a  serious  illness,  which  -resulted  in 
clouding  his  mind.  Upon  his  recovery  from  the  illness  he  was 
persuaded  by  his  brother  to  move  his  family  to  Kansas,  which 
he  did,  and  for  some  time  they  lived  with  Avery  W^ashburn.  It 
was  during  this  period  that  Avery  Washburn  convinced  him 
that  the  proper  disposal  of  the  powder  horn  was  to  place  it 
in  the  State  Historical  Society.  Mr.  H.  M.  Washburn  was  of 
the  opinion  that  Avery  took  advantage  of  his  father's  en- 
feebled state  of  mind  and  health,  and  because  of  that  the  So- 
ciety should  return  to  him  the  powder  horn  that  he  might  him- 
self make  disposal  of  it  to  the  Masonic  museum.    He  said : 

I  very  much  desire  this  powder  horn,  so  that  I  can  place  it  in  the 
Masonic  collection  in  the  grand  lodge  building  at  Eighth  and  Harrison 
streets,  together  with  a  large  amount  of  interesting  Masonic  data  of  the 
active  connection  of  Nathan  Washburn  with  the  Masonic  order  after  the 
war  of  1776.  So  far  as  historical  value  is  concerned,  the  State  Historical 
Society  has  a  powder  horn  now  in  its  possession  so  similar  that  it  might 
be  taken  as  a  duplicate.  Nathan  Washburn  was  made  a  member  of 
Wooster  lodge  No.  10,  Colchester,  Conn.,  in  1792.  I  have  been  gathering 
all  this  information  within  the  last  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  and  desire 
within  the  next  two  or  three  months  to  place  all  of  it  in  the  Masonic 
building. 

To  further  substantiate  his  present  claim  to  the  horn  he 
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read  a  copy  ol"  a  letter  addresscid  )>y  Avc^ry  VVasliljurri  to  Sec- 
retary F.  G.  Adams,  under  dale  of  Dcccrtihci-  IH,  1X07: 

My  Dear  Sir — At  any  time,  and  on  prL'scnlaticjii  of  this  (jidcr,  plea.se 
j^ive  niy  nephew,  l\Ir.  Harry  M.  Waslihurn,  oi-  family,  the  old  po\V(l»;r 
hoi-n  ilepositcd  hy  me  with  your  Society  soine  time  since.  My  nephew 
will  identify  it  in  case  you  do  not  call  it  to  mind.  Thankinj.^  you  for 
tFu!  favor,  I  am  \'ours  very  truly,  A.  Wasiiiu;un, 

Mr.  Washburn  having  closed  his  a|i})oal  to  tlie  hoarvl.  Secre- 
tary Conuelley  rose  to  presc^ut  tlie  side  niairitairuid  by  himscdf 
as  custodian  of  the  i)roperty  ot"  the  Society  and  the  state.  He 
first  read  the  letter  from  Avery  Washburn  ])resenlinj^  the  horn 
to  tlie  Society  : 

ToPKKA,  I^'ehruary,  1887. 

F.  (r.  Addtns,  Secrcitvnj  State  Historical  Socicti/  Kitiisas: 

Sir — I  entrust  this  revolutionary  souvenir  to  yuu  as  the  trusted  servant 
of  the  State  Historical  Society.  My  grandfather,  Nathan  Washhurn,  the 
maker  of  this  powder  hoin,  v/as  born  i)i  Stafford,  Conn.,  June  21,  IToT, 
being  the  oldest  of  a  family  of  thirteen  children,  two  of  whom  died  very 
young.  He  enlisted  in  the  service  cf  the  colonies  in  177;'),  arid  followed 
the  lead  of  Washington,  after  facing  the  British  at  Bunker  Hill  for  five 
years,  through  the  battles  of  Long  Island,  Monmouth,  Stony  Point  and 
others,  besides  enduring  the  sufferings  of  the  terrible  winter  at  Valley 
Forge.  When  a  boy  I  heard  him  depicting  the  wretched  plight  the 
soldiers  were  in  during  the  stormy  winter,  and  how  they  were  cheered  l)y 
the  visit  of  Washington  and  his  accomplished  wife  to  their  camp. 

Nathan  Washburn  belonged  to  a  family  remarkable  for  its  longevity. 
At  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  members  of  the  family  their  ages  were  as 
follows,  viz.:  80,  8G,  98,  8G,  80,  91,  83,  93,  93,  72  and  8(5,  aggregating  954 
years,  or  an  a\'erago  of  Sd':^  years.  They  were  all  members  of  the 
Presl)ylei  ian  Church,  and  were  of  the  John  Calvin  school  of  the  mo^^i 
pronounced  type.  Eveiything  "came  to  pass"  acconling  to  an  original 
decree,  and  was  "so  to  be,"  as  it  was  tei'med,  and  the  New  England 
witches  who  navigated  the  air  on  broomsticks  (as  was  currently  be- 
lieved) were  called  to  an  account  for  their  novel  mode  of  visiting  neigh- 
bors, as  the  decree  was  operative  alike  in  punishing  as  well  as  directing 
in  the  affairs  of  mankind. 

My  grandfatlier  gave  the  horn  to  me,  and  not  expecting  to  v/ant  it 
after  shudling  off'  this  mortal  coil,  even  if  I  shoukl  be  favored  to  enter  on 
the  Indian's  happy  hunting  ground,  I  turn  it  over  to  the  State  Historical 
Society  as  a  memento  of  the  struggles  for  American  independence. 

By  close  observation  you  v/ill  notice,  in  a  somewhat  rude  manner  it 
must  be  confessed,  representations  of  cannon,  shipping,  dwellings,  trees, 
a  roadway,  fort,  a  flint-lock  gun  v/ith  bayonet,  and  a  church. 
He  cut  his  name  on  the  horn  thus: 

NATHAN  :  WASH

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This  letter  was  pul)lislie(l  in  tli(i  Toix  ka  Conntioini'i ultli , 
Wednesday,  February  2:5,  1887. 

Secretary  Connelley  stated  that  after  Mr.  H.  M.  Washburn 
had  demanded  the  return  ol"  the  powder  hoi-n  he  took  the  mat- 
ter up  with  the  attorney-general  and  received  from  him  the 
following  oi)inion :

My  Dear  Snt — Aiiswcrin}?;  your  irKjuiry  made  over  the  tclcfjhonc  as  to 
your  authority  to  surreuder  any  of  the  j'.it ides  in  your  !:  <  piri  r  t'.  any 
person  who  chiims  them,  1  refer  you  to  section  10.")  ID,  (].  .S.  IDlo,  which 
became  a  law  in  1871),  and  reads  as  follows: 

"That  the  State  Historical  Society,  heretofore  oi-^anized  under  the 
incorporation  laws  of  the  state,  shall  he  the  trustee  of  the  state,  and  as 
such  shall  faithfully  expend  and  apply  all  money  received  from  the 
state  to  tlu;  uses  and  puiposes  directed  by  law.  and  shall  hold  all  its 
present  and  future  collections  of  pi'operty  for  the  state,  and  shall  not 
sell,  mort^^a^e,  ti-ansfer  or  dispose  of  in  any  manner  or  remove  fiom  the 
capital  any  article  thereof,  or  part  of  the  same,  without  authority  of 
law:  PrGvided,  This  shall  not  prevent  the  sale  oi-  exchang-e  of  any  dupli- 
cates that  the  Society  may  have  or  oljtain.  There  shall  continue  to  be 
a  board  of  directors  of  said  Society,  to  cc^nsist  of  as  many  members  as 
the  Society  shall  determine,  and  who  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  the 
present  board  of  directors." 

There  is  no  section  of  the  statute  which  authorizes  you  to  determine 
the  rights  of  persons  who  may  claim  any  of  the  articles  in  your  keeping. 
The  State  Historical  Society  is  by  law  made  a  trustee  of  the  state  and  is 
required  to  hold  all  of  its  collections  or  property  for  the  state,  and  is 
forbidden  to  mortgage  or  transfer  or  dispose  of  the  same  excepting  in 
certain  cases  of  dui)licates  and  in  the  way  provided  by  law  relating  to 
such  special  cases.  The  legislature  alone  can  authorize  you  or  the  So- 
ciety to  make  disposition  of  the  property,  and  your  authority  must  be 
derived  solely  from  the  acts  of  the  legislature,  and  there  is  no  law  which 
authorizes  you  to  dispose  of  the  property  by  delivering  it  to  any  one 
who  claims  adversely  to  the  state.

In  explanation  of  the  term  duplicate  the  secretary  stated 
that  it  had  always  been  construed  to  mean  books,  pamphlets 
and  newspapers,  and  had  never  been  applied  to  museum  ob- 
jects. He  added  further  that  the  contention  of  Mr.  Washburn 
that  the  Society  had  in  its  possession  another  ''similar"  horn 
was  absolutely  true,  but  that  it  could  not  be  maintained  that 
they  were  duplicates.  The  second  powder  horn  was  made  by 
Edmund  Patee  in  1774,  had  his  name  and  the  date  cut  upon  it, 
was  of  different  length  and  coloring,  and  had  a  manifestly  dif- 
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ferent  dosij^n  etctied  upon  it,  and  only  rcscmlilcd  the  oUht  in 
that  they  were  both  powdei-  horns  made  fi-oni  horns  of  catth*. 

This  coiichKhnK  the  statement  of  tiie  case,  I'resident  Met- 
calf  asked  the  pleasure  of  the  board  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Jewett  said  that  it  appeared  to  him  that  since  the  po\vd(?r 
horn  now  belonj^'ed  to  the  state,  Mr.  Washburn  could  have 
oidy  one  recourse,  and  that  was  an  act  of  lej-Mslatui'<'  to  return 
him  the  horn. 

Mr.  Whitin^^  made  a  few  remarks;  mentioned  havin^^  knrnvn 
both  the  Washburns  veiy  well.  He  said  he  could  understand 
the  situation  ai'isin^  between  the  two  Ijrothers  whei'el)y  Av(?ry 
overrode  any  opposition  his  brother  mi^ht  oll"er,  but  tiiat  t(; 
him  the  fact  was  clear  that  the  board  had  no  power  to  restore 
the  horn,  and  that  the  opinion  of  the  attorney-general  should 
settle  the  question  unless  Mr.  H.  M.  Washburn  wished  to 
carry  his  contention  to  the  legislature. 

After  a  few  further  remarks  by  different  memljers  of  the 
board,  Judge  Slonecker  submitted  the  following  motion :  "That 
we  as  a  board  of  directors  of  the  State  Historical  Society  have 
no  authority  to  accede  to  the  request  of  Mr.  Washburn;  that 
our  line  of  action  is  clearly  set  before  us  in  the  opinion  of  the 
attorney-general  of  the  state,  and  that  we  are  therefore  con- 
strained to  deny  the  request,  having  no  authority  to  grant  it." 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  E.  B.  Jewett  and  I\Ir.  G.  P. 
Morehouse,  and  upon  being  put  to  a  vote  was  carried,  only  one 
director  voting  against  it,  Mr.  0.  J.  Wood. 

All  business  to  come  before  the  board  at  this  time  liaving 
been  transacted,  the  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  subsequent  to 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 


Forty-fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Secretary  Connelley, 
who  announced  the  annual  address  of  the  president,  Gen.  Wil- 
der S.  Metcalf. 

General  Metcalf  made  a  most  interesting  talk  to  the  mem- 
bers and  friends  of  the  Society.  He  especially  stressed  the 
increasing  value  of  the  work  being  done  by  the  Society,  and 
bespoke  a  greater  interest  in  its  efforts,  not  only  from  the  mem- 
bers but  from  every  citizen  of  the  state. 

Upon  the  close  of  his  address  President  Metcalf  took  the 
chair  and  called  for  letters  from  absent  members.  Among 
those  from  whom  letters  had  been  received  were  Mrs.  Caroline 
Prentis,  Mrs.  Lilla  Day  Monroe,  C.  L.  Brokaw  and  Judge  W. 
F.  Rightmire.  The  letter  from  Judge  Rightmire  was  read  in 
full,  and  here  follows  : 

Stuart,  Fla.,  October  13,  1919. 
Ofjiccrs  and  Monbcrs  of  /va/zsat;  State  Ili^torical  Society — 
Fra  tenial  Grectiiigs : 
I  have  just  received  notice  of  the  1919  annual  meeting-  of  the  Society, 
and  this  notice  has  caused  me  to  consider  my  position,  and  the  question, 
Am  I  a  Kansan  or  a  Floi-idian?  As  I  will  have  resided  in  Florida  six 
years  the  coming  November  18th,  w^hen  I  come  to  consider  the  matter  and 
weig-h  these  six  years  of  my  life  against  any  six-year  ])eriod  of  my  life 
in  Kansas,  I  can  truthfully  say  that  there  is  no  comparison,  and  I  had 
more  comfort  and  pleasure  in  any  two-year  period  of  my  Kansas  life 
than  during  the  six  years  of  residence  in  Florida,  and  the  only  bright 
spots  of  the  Florida  residence  are  the  coming  of  Kansas  people  to  Stuart 
for  a  winter  residence,  and  renewing  my  Kansas  life,  visiting  with  the 
Kansas  tourists.  While  I  cannot  complain,  from  a  business  standpoint, 
at  my  age  of  71  years,  business  has  lost  its  attractions,  and  my  wife  joins 
me  in  the  wish  and  determination  to  return  to  Kansas  to  live  the  few 
years  yet  allotted  to  us.  Therefore,  just  as  soon  as  I  can  end  some  im- 
portant cases  I  have  in  charge  we  will  close  out  our  Florida  residence 
and  return  to  Kansas,  never  to  leave  while  life  lasts. 
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Hoping-  that  we  will  ictiuii,  at  least,  in  time  that  I  ijer.sonally  can 
he  present,  as  a  ictin/ied  Kaiisan,  at  the  next  annual  meeting:  of  the 
Kansas  State  Historical  Society,  to  a^ain  clasp  the  haiuis  i)t'  its  niein- 
hers  in  fraternal  K««^'t'tinj;-,  I  extend  luy  hest  wishes  to  the  oflicers  and 
nieinhers  of  the  Society  from  this  absent  rnenilx-r.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cory,  seconded  by  Mr.  Gardner,  the  re- 
port was  accepted  and  the  directors  named  by  the  committee 
were  declared  elected. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  archaeology  was  presented 
by  tlie  chairman,  George  P.  Morehouse.  The  gift  to  the  So- 
ciety of  a  fine  collection  of  Indian  implements  by  Otto  J. 
Wullschleger,  of  Frankfort,  Marshall  county,  formed  the 
'  text  of  Mr.  Morehouse's  report. 

October  21,  1919. 

Friends  and  Members  of  the  Historical  Society: 

During  the  period  of  the  World  War,  with  its  many  diverting  tenden- 
cies, our  committee  on  archaeological  and  Indian  affairs  did  not  receive 
the  attention  of  former  years.    This  is  not  strange,  for  the  energy  of 
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every  Kansan  was  expended  in  doinj^  "Ins  hit"  to  win  the  war  a^raifiHt 
the  Teuton  fortes  of  ei  iielty  and  a^^jjression.  It  is  an  experience  we 
will  never  forget,  and  while  Kansas  was  a  little  late  in  j^ettin^  into  the 
real  spirit  of  the  ^anrie — this  because  of  the  soothing  an<l  ilec«'ptive  work 
of  our  pacilist  friends  who  told  us  there  would  never  he  another  war, 
even  when  this  had  starti'd — when  Kansas  he^an  U)  <irj<anize  and  realize 
that  a  ^reat  war  was  ically  on,  we  lost  si^^ht  of  all  else  and  devoted 
every  enerj^y  in  helping'  on  all  of  the  niany  war  drives.  We  even  he^an 
to  doubt  that  any  j)aci(ists  had  ever  lived  in  our  midst  preaching  their 
puerile  docti-ines  of  "unpreparedness,"  "too  j)i-ou«l  to  i'lw.hi,"  and  "he 
has  kept  us  out  of  war,"  etc. 

From  the  many  thousands  of  flint  and  stone  arrow  and  spear  i)oints, 
war-club  heads,  knives,  ja^^s,  hatchets  and  tomahawks  which  we  find 
upon  the  ancient  villag'e  sites  in  Kansas,  it  is  evident  that  our  pre- 
historic Jayhawkers  believed  in  preparedness  and  in  beinj^  ready  f(jr  a 
fight  at  any  old  time.  The  citizens  of  that  day  would  never  have  been 
caught  with  the  foolish  chaff  like  doctrines  of  keeping  out  of  war  by 
not  being  ready  and  by  "turning  the  other  cheek." 

However,  during  the  year  our  Society  has  picked  up  quite  an  addi- 
tion to  our  increasing  collection  of  ancient  relics.  The  most  valuable 
and  extensive  addition  which  our  Society  has  received  in  many  years  is 
the  large  and  comprehensive  collection  of  ancient  Indian  artifacts  and 
relics  donated  by  Mr.  Otto  J.  Wullschleger,  of  Frankfort,  Marshall 
county,  Kansas. 

These   relics,  which   are  very  fine   si)ecimens,  were   found   at  and 
around  the  site  of  a  prehistoric  Indian  village  on  the  southeast  quarter 
of  section  12,  township  3,  range  8  east,  in  Marshall  county,  Kansas. 
Included  in  this  collection  I  find  the  following  interesting  items: 
A  number  of  hammer  stones,  anvil  rocks,  stone  axes;  rub- 
bing and  fleshing  stones;  hoes  and  digging  tools;  one- 
half  of  a  granite  metate;  half  of  a  sandstone  metate; 
a  sandstone  metate  and  some  ])estles  and  grinding  stones. 
A  cupped  i-ock  or  "paint  pot"  and  a  collection  of  flint  frag- 
ments and  spalls — the  chips  which  fell  from  the  rocks 
as  they  were  being  fashioned  into  war  and  agricultural 
implements  at  the  pre-historic  workshops  of  those  times. 
A  box  No.  2:  A  nice  collection  of  fifty  or  more  finished  flint 
knives,  arrow  and  spear  points,  scrapers,  celts,  and  jags 
and  artifacts  of  various  kinds. 
Quite  a  collection  of  fragments  of  an  ancient  type  of  pottery,* 
well  fired,  and  the  remnants  of  used  vessels,  which  were 
of  a  decorated  type  and  which  show  great  age. 
Special  mention  should  be  made  of  a  glass-covered  frame  of  inter- 
esting relics  given  by  Mr,  Wullschleger.    It  contains  some  300  specimens 
of  finished  and  very  perfect  arrow  and  spear  points  and  other  flint 
artifacts;  and  two  fine  points  mounted  upon  shafts  by  the  donor. 

This  is  well  done  to  illustrate  how  these  flint  points  were  used  as 
effective  weapons  in  war  and  on  the  chase.  Some  of  these  arrow  points 
are  very  small  and  of  the  most  perfect  workmanship,  and  far  above 
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the  usual  type  (jf  workmanship  IouikI  upon  Ihe  aric-ieiit  Indian  viUatce 
sites  of  prehistoric  Kansas. 

Displayed  in  this  framed  collection  are  numerous  relics  of  more 
recent  dale  than  (he  Hint  aiticles,  such  as  rille  hullets  and  caps  <if 
powder-and-hall  days;  hrass  cartridf^es  (jf  latter  times;  some  odd  coins; 
and  also  some  relics  of  the  old  trail  and  sta^^ecoach  days,  such  as  pony 
and  ox  shoes,  an  ornamented  coach-hody  handle,  ljullet  molds,  etc. 

Amonj*'  the  collection  is  one-half  of  a  hutfalo  h(Hjf  or  some  similar 
animal,  which  was  found  in  a  glacial  diift  on  the  Vermillion,  a  little 
south  of  this  old  village  site. 

INIr.  Wullschle^i-er  has  also  drawn  a  map  of  the  farm,  sliowin^  the  lo- 
cation of  this  villaj^-e  site  and  the  surrounilin^'  fields,  and  has  located  cer- 
tain mounds  and  other  points  of  interest  from  which  this  collection 
was  g-atliercd.  From  the  map  it  seems  that  this  Indian  town  site  was  of 
considerable  size  and  covered  six  or  seven  or  more  acres.  It  was  lo- 
cated on  the  west  fork  of  the  Black  Vei-million  river  at  a  point  where 
the  river  makes  several  sharp  bends,  and  thus  must  have  afforded  small 
sheltered  fields  or  patches  of  rich  alluvial  soil  from  which  these  pre- 
historic Kansans  raised  certain  g-rains  and  vegetables.  This  is  proven 
by  the  implements  found  which  were  used  to  till  the  soil,  the  metates 
and  milling  stones  upon  which  they  crushed  their  grains,  and  also  the 
fragments  of  pottery — the  relics  of  the  cooking  utensils  used  for  both  a 
meat  and  a  grain  diet. 

From  its  location  and  the  character  of  the  implements  and  artifacts 
found,  it  is  evidently  the  site  of  a  very  ancient  prehistoric  Indian  town 
and  a  place  that  was  occupied  for  many  years  by  its  permanent  citizens. 
This  center  of  Indian  town  life  was  undoubtedly  established  many, 
many  hundreds  of  years  ago,  for  it  seems  that  bone  and  burial  relics  and 
the  sites  of  permanent  earth  or  other  types  of  lodges  have  been  ob- 
literated by  the  dust  and  deposit  of  the  ages. 

Often  on  an  old  town  site  of  this  character  we  find  various  cultures 
of  Indian  life,  representing  pei'iotis  far  sepai^ated  frt)m  each  othei".  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  flint  and  stone  relics  found  upon  this  site 
show  that  they  do  not  all  belong-  to  one  age  or  culture;  but  that  two,  and 
possibly  three,  far-separated  periods  or  cultures  are  represented.  The 
larger,  coarser  and  less-finished  implements  belong  to  the  older  and  most 
remote  period  of  time  represented  by  the  collection,  while  the  well- 
finished,  more  artistic  and  delicate  artifacts  belong  to  a  later  age.  Some 
of  these  relics  may  go  back  even  to  or  prior  to  the  glacial  period. 

Many  of  the  arrow  and  spear  points  are  of  a  material  and  workman- 
ship found  in  Colorado  and  other  Rocky  Mountain  regions — pinks  and 
whites  and  agates. 

The  workshop  chips  and  fragments  are  principally  of  the  ordinary 
blue  or  gray  flint  character,  quite  different  from  the  pink  and  wdiite 
and  red  flint  Colorado  types.  This  may  indicate  that  this  older  village 
culture  was  followed  by  the  incursions  of  enemy  tribes  which  attacked 
and  destroyed  it.  There  may  be  other  evidences  around  the  spot  which 
indicate  a  prehistoric  battle  field  and  a  desperate  fight  between  Indian 
tribes  of  quite  diff"erent  characteristics.  The  tribes  which  were  trying 
to  settle  down  to  a  more  permanent  style  of  living,  making  of  pottery, 
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and  sLrivirif^  to  cullivaLe  small  fields  ol"  corti,  ljcaii>;  arid  oIIkm*  ii\rj\i'Ax\- 
tinal  products,  were  often  the  ohjoct  of  attack  by  their  inoro  warlike  and 
stiictly  meat-eating  nations. 

It  is  of  the  greatest  value  for  an  intclli^ccnt  in ve.stigati(>n  of  the 
manners  and  customs  of  those  ancient  i)eo|)les,  whoever  they  were,  who 
occupied,  lived,  loved  and  wrought  and  died  ui^on  (jur  prehistoric  town 
sites,  that  the  relics  found  should  be  kept  together,  classified  and  added 
to  from  year  to  year  as  additional  discoveries  are  made  at  tht;  same 
])lace. 

Too  often  these  collections  are  gathered  by  different  persons  and  at 
different  times  and  thus  scattered  and  mixed  with  c(jllections  fiom 
other  and  quite  different  environments.  This  is  sometimes  causeti,  un- 
avoidably, by  the  land  upon  which  the  site  is  situated  changiiig  hands. 

In  this  case  it  seems  that  the  Wullschlegor  farm  has  remained  in  the 
same  ownership  for  many  years,  and  most  of  the  relics  found  upon 
this  okl  town  site  have  been  kept  together.  Thus  it  is  more  valuable  by 
far  as  an  archieological  collection  for  study  and  lei'eience  than  if  it 
had  been  scattered  and  mixed  with  that  found  upon  numerous  sites. 

If  more  of  our  Kansas  citizens  who  own  the  sites  of  prehistoric  In- 
dian villages  would  carefully  preserve  all  the  relics  found  and  make  in- 
telligent explorations  from  time  to  time  for  more,  and  then  turn  over 
to  our  Society  the  collection  for  proper  preservation — as  Mr.  Wull- 
schleger  has  done — it  would  soon  make  our  collection  one  of  the  most 
valuable  in  America. 

THE  RED  PIPESTONE  OR  "CATLINITE"  ROMAN  CROSS. 

Mr.  Wullschleger  has  also  sent  me  a  rare  relic  found  near  this  same 
prehistoric  town  site — a  red  pipestone  Roman  cross.  This  was  turned  up 
from  several  feet  below  the  surface,  and  is  a  very  rare  and  suggestive 
relic.  It  speaks  of  some  ancient  regard  by  these  people  of  this  great 
emblem,  or  more  likely  of  the  religious  work  among  some  Indians  who 
once  occupietl  this  spot  either  during  prehistoric  times  or  during  some 
later  culture  and  period. 

This  remarkable  relic  is  so  rare  that  I  have  never  known  of  but  one 
similar  one  ever  having  been  recovered  from  ancient  Indian  town  sites. 
Some  years  ago  it  seems  a  similar  one  made  of  a  black  stone  was  found 
at  Blue  Springs,  Neb. 

This  one  we  have,  found  by  Mr.  Wullschleger  in  Marshall  county, 
Kansas,  is  two  inches  long,  the  crossbar  being  one  inch,  and  it  is  neatly 
made  and  polished  and  has  every  evidence  of  having  been  handled  or 
worn  a  long  time.  It  must  have  been  used  as  a  charm  or  as  an  orna- 
ment by  the  Indians,  or  used  by  priests  in  religious  administration  or 
illustration.  Some  think  that  it  points  to  an  ancient  reverence  for  the 
cross  by  the  Indians  themselves  before  being  visited  by  the  whites,  and 
thus  takes  us  back  to  a  far  prehistoric  period  of  time. 

How^ever,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  neat  little  Roman  cross  was 
made  for  some  Indians  and  left  with  them  by  some  Catholic  misssionaries 
who  visited  them  at  this  place,  probably  at  a  time  subsequent  to  the 
earliest  occupation  of  this  ancient  place.  The  reason  I  do  not  think  it  is 
the  work  of  the  Indians  themselves  is  as  follows :  Red  pipestone,  or  cat- 
linite,  was  found  at  those  wonderful  quarries  at  Coteau  des  Prairies  in 
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taken  by  the  Indians  to  far  distant  parts  of  the  country.  It  became,  in 
fact,  an  ailicle  of  commerce,  and  tiie  Indians  would  \r.()  throuj^h  K^reat 
harcJships  to  j)i()ciiie  it  for  the  sole  purpose  of  fashioninj^  it  into  their 
v/oll-l'Cnown  cahinu-t  or  smokiri^f  fiipc  their  emMcm  of  [x-aci*,  hos[)itaIily 
and  reli^-ion. 

To  them  this  substance  was  sacred,  thi-ir  superstition  b(Mn^r  that  it 
was  once  tlie  flesh  of  their  ancient  Indian  ancestors,  an<l  this  threat  de- 
posit, the  only  one  in  tlu;  country,  was  ;jiven  to  them  by  the  Great  Spii  it 
from  which  to  make  their  c-alumet  pii)es;  foi-  to  the  Indian  the  smoking 
ceremony  was  a  leliuious  rite.  This  ^^-j-eat  pipestone  (ie|)osit  was  kept 
sacred  and  secret  for  aj^es,  and  the  fii-st  white  to  visit  the  place  was  the 
g-reat  artist  and  traveler  amon^^  the  Indians,  (ieorj^e  Catlin,  who  visited 
the  place  in  183().  He  was  regarded  as  an  intruder  and  had  j?reat  difficulty 
in  reaching:  the  j)lace.  The  Indians  feared  that  the  whites  would  put 
this,  to  them,  holy  substance  to  other  and  baser-  pur  j)Oses  than  their  h;>ly 
idea  of  the  peace-pipe  ceremony.  Some  whites,  to  whom  they  had  j^iven 
pieces,  had  made  plates  and  utensils  of  it.  This  the  Indian  would  never 
do,  and  in  this  they  were  very  consistent. 

It  is  easy  to  see  how  the  early  missionaries  of  the  Christian  ix'ligion 
might  use  it  in  making  articles  to  use  in  religious  worship  or  service, 
such  as  the  holy  cross,  thinking  that  the  Indian  would  prize  it  the  more 
because  it  was  regarded  by  them  as  a  sacred  sub.-^tance.  But  there  is  no 
evidence  that  the  Indians  themselves  ever  used  the  pipestone  for  any 
other  purpose  than  calumet  snicking  pipes.  For  these  reasons  I  believe 
this  relic  was  the  work  of  some  devoted  missionary,  who  used  it  and  left 
it  with  the  Indians  as  a  sacred  emblem  of  the  faith  in  Christianity  which 
he  was  trying  to  impart  to  the  dusky  nomads  of  that  distant  day. 

ITEM  FROM  A  LETTER  FROM  OTTO  J.  WULLSCHLEGEK  REGARDING  THE 
CATLINITE  ROMAN  CROSS,  ETC. 

"-I//".  (/<(».  /'.  .^/()^(•/,■(>^^s•(■,  Topckii,  Kiui.: 

"Dear  Sir  and  Friend — 1  received  your  letter  of  the  li)th  inst.  last 
Monday,  and  am  very  much  pleased  with  the  interest  you  are  taking  in 
my  collection  of  archiBological  specimens. 

"I  will  now  try  to  answer  your  questions  as  well  as  I  can.  The  cross 
which  I  have  sent  to  you  was  found  upon  the  Indian  village  site  upon  our 
home  farm.  The  oldest  family  in  our  neighborhood  was  that  of  S.  S. 
Martin,  who  came  and  took  up  the  east  eighty  acres  of  our  farm  in  1857. 

"Members  of  this  family  have  told  me  that  at  an  early  date  many 
circles  could  be  seen  on  the  surface  of  the  village  site  where  the  In- 
dians had  their  wigwams;  but  since  the  land  was  cultivated  the  circles 
have  disappeared.  The  flood  of  1903  carried  much  clay  and  silt  upon 
this  field,  and  all  of  the  stone  implements  found  have  been  brought  to 
the  surface  by  the  plow.  I  have  also  found  their  workshop  upon  this 
site;  also  one  about  forty  rods  east,  upon  the  farm  of  a  neighbor.  It 
may  be  that  two  villages  were  here  at  that  time,  or  that  this  village  had 
two  shops;  but  I  really  think  that  the  two  villages  were  of  different  ages. 

"The  cross  was  found  near  the  river,  where  work  had  been  done  to 
make  a  road,  the  soil  having  been  hauled  several  feet  north  of  the  place 
where  it  was  taken  out,  and  later  on  the  wild  plum  trees  grew  upon  this 
spot.  Several  years  ago  father  and  I  dug  out  these  bushes  and  plowed 
the  ground.  I  think  it  was  the  second  year  after  this  that  I  found  the 
cross  on  the  surface;  but  I  think  that  it  was  brought  up  from  beneath  the 
surface  three  or  four  feet. 
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"I  know  very  littlo  of  tlic  hiack  cross  found  at  liluc  Spriut^s,  N'cIj.  I 
had  shown  this  one  which  I  found  to  Mr.  iM.  M.  Schrnidl.  hite  of  Honu-, 
Kan.,  hut  now  employed  in  a  hank  at  Sununcrlicid,  Kan.  He  told  inc  that 
one  was  found  ten  or  more  years  a^o  at  Blue  Springs,  Neh.,  hut  '.vh«'ther 
it  can  ho  h)cated  now  I  do  not  know.  Mr.  Schmidt  is  a  memh«-r  of  our 
Society  and  may  he  ahle  to  ^ive  more  information." 

In  a  previous  letter,  in  writing-  ahout  this  pipestone  cross  which  he 
found  upon  his  father's  farm,  Mr.  WullschIeK«'i-  wrote: 

"We  do  not  know  how  it  came  to  he  upon  the  old  Indian  villaj^e  site. 
It  may  be  that  some  missionai-ies  taught  amon^';  the  Indians  who  Uved 
here  and  that  lie  made  this  'Symbol  of  Christian  religion'  for  them.  It 
may  be  that  Padilla  visited  the  inhabitants  of  this  village  upon  his  la.st 
journey  to  Quivira;  or  this  may  have  been  the  home  of  the  heio  and  bride 
of  Mrs.  McCarter's  novel,  *In  Old  Quivira.'  However  this  may  be,  it  is 
the  only  one  found  in  Katisas  that  I  know  of,  altliouMh  one  made  of  a  black 
stone  was  found  upon  the  site  of  the  Indian  city  near  Blue  Sjjrin^.s,  Neb., 
about  fifteen  years  a^'O. 

"I  have  shown  this  one  to  many  Marshall  county  people  and  several 
ai-e  very  anxious  to  ^et  it— one  the  piiest  of  the  Catholic  Church  at 
Marysville,  So  I  think  I  liad  better  send  it  to  the  Historical  Society,  or 
1  may  be  tempted  to  j^ive  it  to  them,  and  in  so  far  as  the  j)e(;ple  of  Kansas 
are  concerned  it  would  be  lost." 

In  continuinj^  his  later  letter  Mr.  Wullschle^>-er  says: 

"That  red-blooded  stone,  'hematite,'  was  found  a  short  distance  from 
.the  ci-eek  or  river,  on  new  land  that  had  never  been  plowed  until  thiee 
years  ago.  It  was  in  a  pocket,  and  around  the  stone  was  a  yelUnv  mold 
which  looked  very  much  like  decayed  hide,  and  I  think  that  this  was 
in  a  bag  of  buffalo  or  deer  hide  when  lost.  A  few  yards  from  this  I  found 
another  hollow  or  pocket  of  the  same  kind  which  had  twenty-thiee  arrow 
points  in  it. 

"I  think  that  the  hematite,  or  bloodstone,  was  carried  in  the  bag  as 
a  sacred  stone,  and  it  may  have  been  owned  by  the  same  man  who  lost 
the  arrows.  I  have  found  one  mealing  or  grinding  stone  lately,  which  is 
not  broken.  I  have  never  found  the  other  parts  of  those  in  my  collection 
which  wei'e  broken,  but  may  some  day,  when  the  field  is  plowed  again. 

*'l  suppose  they  wi're  somewhat  larger  and  settled  deepei-  in  the  ground 
in  wet  weather,  but  I  hoi)e  they  will  be  found, 

"1  have  seen  many  stones  around  these  sites  which  look  as  if  they  had 
once  been  in  the  fire;  but  any  wood  used  in  making  lodges  was  burned 
or  long  since  decayed. 

"The  pottery  which  I  have  found  are  only  small  pieces.  I  have  found 
several  mounds  and  have  opened  two  graves,  but  have  never  found  iron 
or  other  articles  made  of  metal  or  glass.  In  the  graves  opened  were  a 
few  bones,  some  pieces  of  flint,  the  sacred  stone  in  my  collection,  and  the 
shells  used  in  making  the  grave,  used  as  spade. 

"I  have  never  opened  the  mounds  which  I  have  found,  but  will  try  to 
do  so  at  some  future  time. 

"These  village  sites  were  never  observable  before  the  land  was  broken 
up.  I  think,  as  the  surface  of  the  ground  is  being  lowered  by  the  action 
of  the  wind  and  water,  more  things  will  be  found.  An  old  resident  has 
told  me  that  in  digging  a  cellar  a  few  years  ago  upon  a  farm  just  south 
of  our  place  they  found  two  axes  and  nearly  a  dozen  arrow  points  four 
feet  below  the  surface. 

"I  wish  that  you  could  come  and  spend  a  day  or  two  with  me  sometime 
when  the  weather  is  nice  and  the  fields  are  dry.  You  must  not  expect 
too  much,  but  I  will  do  what  I  can  to  make  the  visit  pleasant,  and  I  know 
that  my  parents  will  do  the  same.

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The  cx.-ut.  l()c-ati(jM  of  llicsc  ijiipcnlariL  aficiciil  places  should  bo  pre- 
served ill  ouv  iccoids  Utv  the  coii.siderali(jn  of  fuluie  students  and  in- 
vestigators aloii^c  these  lines  of  study. 

It  nii^ht  be  well  foi-  the  Historical  Society  t(j  i)repare  a  lai-;.M;  iiiaj)  ujion 
which  could  he  shown  all  these  prehistoric  Indian  villa^ce  sites.  It  would 
be  of  interest  and  value  to  see  just  wheie  tlie  more  itnportant  centers  of 
habitation  of  those  peoples  were  who  first  inhabited,  Hjuj^ht  and  wrou^jht 
within  tile  conlines  of  what  is  now  Kansas. 

Tills  map  should  not  be  confused  with  any  sites  (>f  Indian  towns  ar:d 
villages  of  our  known  tribes  of  Indians  and  their  location  during?  the  past 
100  or  200  years  or  so,  unless  these  latter  ones  had  located  ui)on  these 
ancient  prehistoric  sites,  which  in  some  cases  was  done.  This  map  should 
be  as  far  as  possible  a  true  outline  of  the  human  life  in  ancient  Kansas 
before  the  time  we  have  any  knowledge  of  it  from  record  evidence.  Cjf 
course  it  would  be  well  to  have  a  second  map  showing  the  various  villages 
and  towns  wiiere  our  more  modern  tribes  lived  dui  ing  the  knowledge  of 
man;  but  that  is  another  story. 

Mr.  Wullschleger  is  continuinj^  his  ex})lorations  in  his  region  and 
promises  to  give  us  additional  specimens  as  he  finds  them. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  he  has  discovered  one  of  the  richest  and  largest 
fields  in  Kansas,  and  we  expect  much  more  from  its  archaiological  treas- 
ures as  from  time  to  time  they  come  to  light. 

Other  Kansans  should  follow  in  his  footsteps  and  see  that  their  collec- 
tions are  given  to  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society,  where  they  will  be 
kept  in  safety  and  be  in  a  place  to  be  seen  by  thousands  of  people  inter- 
ested in  such  things,  both  at  the  present  time  and  during  the  ages  to  come.

Following  the  report  of  Mr.  I\Iorehouse,  Mr.  Cory  suggested 
that  the  Wullschleger  collection  should  be  kept  intact,  and 
should  be  marked  with  the  donor's  name  and  be  always  known 
as  the  "Wullschleger  collection."  He  then  moved  that  IMr. 
Wullschleger  be  made  a  corresponding  member  of  the  society. 
His  motion,  duly  seconded,  unanimously  prevailed. 

This  action  of  the  Society  was  referred  by  the  president  to 
the  secretary,  with  instructions  to  enter  Mr.  W^ullschleger's 
name  on  the  roll  of  corresponding  members,  and  send  him  the 
certificate  of  the  Society  used  in  such  cases. 

Under  head  of  miscellaneous  business  the  president,  refer- 
ring to  the  report  of  the  secretary  to  the  board  of  directors, 
said  that  the  matter  of  changing  the  date  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing should  be  brought  before  the  Society  for  some  action.  The 
board  of  directors  had  suggested  that  a  committee  of  three  be 
appointed  by  the  president  to  look  into  the  matter  and  make 
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recommendations  to  the  Society  at  tli(!  next  annual  meetinf^'. 
supTi^estinK  such  date  as  seemed  proi)er  to  them.  He  further 
stated  that  he  was  much  in  sympathy  with  a  su^Kf-'^^tion  to  hold 
the  annual  meetin^^  sometime  during  the  month  of  January,  be- 
cause durin^^  the  legislative  session  a  stale-wirle  interest  in  the 
Society  would  be  better  fostered  than  at  almost  any  othfM-  time; 
that  members  of  the  legislature  needed  to  know  more  of  the 
work  and  aims  of  the  Society,  and  that  an  annual  meetin^r 
would  bring  them  in  closer  touch  and  ^ive  them  more  inf(jrma- 
tion  than  any  number  of  circular  letters  and  personal  ap.oeals. 

Mr.  McNeal  asked  if  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  could  not 
be  changed  at  once,  but  was  informed  by  the  secretary  that 
under  the  constitution  of  the  Society  such  a  motion  must  lie 
over  until  the  next  annual  meeting;  or  at  least  that  it  must  ))e 
written  into  the  minutes  three  months  in  advance  of  the  annual 
meeting. 

Mr.  McNeal  then  made  a  motion  that  the  Society  instruct  the 
president  to  name  a  committee  of  three  persons,  who  should 
take-up  the  matter  of  changing  the  date  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing, and  that  such  committee  should  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Miss  Wooster  and 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  Society. 

The  president  then  brought  up  a  second  recommendation  by 
the  secretary  in  his  report  to  the  board  of  directors,  which  was 
to  change  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  of  the  Society  so  as  to  make  them  coincide 
with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  state,  which  ends  June  80.  The  state 
auditor  had  asked  for  this  change  on  the  ground  of  greater  con- 
venience to  the  accounting  department  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Morehouse  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the 
president  to  take  the  matter  under  consideration  and  report  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Society.  His  motion,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Bonebrake,  was  adopted. 

After  consideration  the  president  named  the  following  com- 
mittee to  take  under  advisement  the  proposed  change  in  the 
date  of  the  annual  meeting,  v/ith  orders  to  report  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  October  19,  1920:  J.  G.  Slon- 
ecker,  Mrs.  J.  D.  McFarland,  Frank  L.  Travis. 

For  consideration  of  the  matter  of  the  change  in  the  terms 
of  office  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  the  president  named 
the  following  committee,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the 
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next  annual  nicclinK  of  the  Society:  Mrs.  \V.  A.  J(j|insl(jn, 
Theodore  (Gardner,  Miss  Clara  l^'raiu  is. 

Socrelary  Connelley  then  hrouj^ht  to  the;  noUce  oi'  the  mem- 
bers ol*  the  Society  the  hu  k  of  wall  space  in  the  picture  j^allei-y. 
He  called  their  attention  to  tlu;  duplication  of  p<jrtraits  on  the 
walls  of  the  museum,  and  suj^^ested  that  the  Society  tak(!  some 
action  or  formulate  some  i)lan  wh(irel)y  this  mi^ht  be  avoided; 
that  it  was  hardly  fair  to  let  responsibility  of  this  nature  de- 
volve on  one  person,  since  ill  feeling  had  sometimes  ^rowii 
out  of  chang-es  in  the  arrangement  of  portraits. 

This  brought  out  lively  discussion,  which  led  Mr.  Jewett  to 
offer  the  following  motion:  "That  a  committee  l)e  named  l>y 
the  president  of  the  Society,  to  be  called  ihv.  committee  on 
pictures,  and  that  this  c(>mmittee  sliall  be  insti'ucted  to  re- 
arrange the  picture  gallery  by  removal  of  all  duplicate  por- 
traits and  pictures;  and  that  the  committee  be  further  in- 
structed to  formulate  rules  wdiich  shall  hereafter  govern  the 
acceptance  and  the  hanging  of  all  portraits  and  pictures." 

Much  discussion  was  had  on  the  motion,  but  upon  being 
put  to  a  vote  it  carried  without  dissenting  voices. 

Secretary  Connelley  called  the  attention  of  the  members  of 
the  Society  to  certain  exhibits  in  the  museum — the  Allen  col- 
lection of  French  war  posters;  the  tombstone  of  a  free-state 
martyr,  David  Buffum,  given  the  Society  by  Doctor  Bumgard- 
ner,  of  Lawrence;  the  display  of  war  trophies  owned  by  the 
353d  infantry.  He  also  announced  the  purchase  by  the  Society 
of  the  Robitison  manuscript  collection,  a  mass  of  manuscripts 
consisting  of  thousands  of  letters  written  to  or  by  the  late  Gov- 
ernor and  Mrs.  Charles  Robinson.  Mention  was  also  made  of 
a  collection  of  war  maps  recently  given  the  Societ^^  by  Mc- 
Kinley  Kriegh,  late  a  soldier  in  the  A.  E.  F.,  and  now  a  lawyer 
in  Washington,  D.  C. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  annual 
meeting,  the  president  asked  for  a  motion  to  adjourn.

Secretary  Connelley  called  the  attention  of  the  board  to  the 
work  of  Gen.  Wilder  S.  Metcalf  as  president  of  the  Society  for 
the  past  year,  saying  that  General  Metcalf  was  always  inter- 
ested in  the  Society  and  anxious  at  all  times  to  serve  it.  Dur- 
ing the  sessions  of  the  legislatures  of  1918  and  1919  he  was  in 
constant  communication  with  General  Metcalf,  who  never 
failed  him  in  any  appeal  he  made  for  help  in  either  house;  that 
if  it  had  not  been  for  the  influence,  high  standing  and  earnest 
work  of  General  Metcalf  the  Society  would  not  have  fared  in 
any  way  so  well  as  it  did  at  the  hands  of  the  legislature. 

The  secretary  asked  that  the  board  give  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
General  Metcalf  for  his  labors  on  behalf  of  the  Society.  On 
motion  this  was  done,  the  vote  being  put  by  T.  A.  McNeal,  the 
president-elect.  The  board  voted  by  rising,  and  the  vote  was 
unanimous.

It  beini^-  impossible  for  President  McNeal  to  attend,  Colonel 
Ilan  ison  was  called  to  the  chair. 

Secretary  Connelley  stated  tlie  business  for  which  the  meet- 
ing was  called — the  election  of  meml)ers  to  the  Society.  Un- 
der the  new  form  of  membership  certificate  adopted  at  the 
last  annual  meeting  it  became  necessary  to  have  more  fre(iuent 
tlirectors'  meetings  for  the  election  of  membei's.  The  secre- 
tary then  mentioned  matters  of  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Society.  He  spoke  of  the  preservation  of  history  through 
moving-picture  films,  especially  the  campaigns  in  P'rance 
which  included  soldiers  from  Kansas.  Tlie  War  College  now 
has  in  its  possession  a  vast  number  of  films,  and  it  is  possible 
for  states  to  purchase  those  parts  of  them  which  include-  local 
units  of  soldiers.  To  procure  all  films  showing  movements  of 
Kansas  troops  would  cost  about  $2,500,  meaning  the  inuvhase 
of  about  ten  reels.  This,  the  secretary  explained,  should  be 
done  as  soon  as  money  could  be  found  available.  After  some 
discussion  it  was  suggested  that  the  legislature  of  1921  be 
asked  for  an  appropriation  which  should  cover  this  expendi- 
ture. 

The  secretary  then  called  the  attention  of  the  directors  to 
the  Kansas  war  material  which  had  been  collected.  This  work 
is  in  excellent  shape,  all  soldier  material  having  been  hied  in 
such  a  way  as  to  make  it  accessible.

Mrs.  W.  A.  Johnston  offered  an  addition  to  the  list  in  the 
name  of  Mrs.  A.  R.  Jetmore,  of  Topeka. 

On  motion  of  Mr,  Wood,  seconded  by  Mr.  Huron,  the  above- 
named  persons,  having-  duly  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Society,  were  declared  elected. 

Secretary  Connelley  then  read  the  list  of  persons  who  had 
complied  with  all  requirements  to  become  life  members  of  the 
Society.   They  were :

Mrs.  Johnston  asked  leave  to  add  the  name  of  Mrs.  Albrecht 
Marburg  to  the  list  of  life  members  to  be  voted  upon.  This 
was  granted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morehouse,  seconded  by  Mr.  Stone,  the 
above-named  persons  were  declared  elected. 

By  the  election  the  secretary  was  authorized  to  send  mem- 
bership certificates  to  all  newly  elected  members. 

Secretary  Connelley  called  the  attention  of  the  directors  to 
the  approaching  meetings  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  Historical 
Society  and  the  American  Library  Association.  He  said  that 
it  had  long  boon  the  custom  of  the  Society  to  autliorize  the  at- 
tendance of  the  secretary  upon  one  of  these  meetings,  and  that 
when  possible  it  was  deemed  to  the  advantage  of  the  Society 
and  its  work  that  the  librarian  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
American  Library  Association ;  therefore  he  would  like  an  ex- 
pression from  the  board  upon  his  attendance  at  the  Missis- 
sippi Valley  Historical  meeting  at  Greencastle,  Ind.,  and  upon 
the  librarian's  attendance  at  the  national  library  meeting  at 
Colorado  Springs. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  authority  was  given  the  sec- 
retary and  the  librarian  to  attend  these  meetings  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Society. 

The  secretary  next  spoke  of  a  valuable  manuscript  which 
had  recently  come  into  the  possession  of  the  Society — an  ac- 
count of  territorial  days  in  Kansas  written  by  Shalor  W. 

3— Hist.  Soc— G43G. 
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Kldi  id^o,  a  pioneer  resident  of  1  .;i\vrence,  and  now  some  years 
deceased.  Me  said  it  was  wortliy  of  hciiiK  made  a  special  pulj- 
lication  by  the  Society  if  such  an  arraiiKcnienl  could  be  l)rou^rht 
about  with  the  state  printer  and  tlie  Printing  ('omrnission, 
and  that  he  would  like  to  have  the  cooperation  of  the  directors 
in  an  effort  to  have  the  manuscrifit  so  print(Mi.  This  thc^  (\\- 
rectors  very  readily  agreed  to,  through  a  motion  of  xMi*.  Lee, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Stone,  to  take  up  the  matter  with  the  state 
printer  and  see  if  an  ari"angement  for  a  si)ecial  [)ublication 
could  not  be  made. 

The  matter  of  an  appropriation  from  the  next  legislature 
for  the  f)urchase  of  war  films  from  the  War  College  was  again 
discussed  and  laid  over  to  the  annual  meeting  U)v  final  action. 

Mr.  Stone  then  spoke  of  the  state  of  the  walls  in  the  Memo- 
rial Building  and  the  necessity  lor  retinting  them.  'i1ie  pres- 
ent color  was  one  that  failed  to  show  to  the  best  advantage 
tlie  great  number  of  portraits  owned  by  the  Society.  After 
some  discussion,  and  an  explanation  of  the  manner  in  which 
such  an  improvement  had  to  be  brought  about  through  action 
of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  state,  it  w^as  decided  to  peti- 
tion the  Council  to  have  such  work  done  in  the  Memorial 
Building,  the  halls  and  the  museum  especially,  and  to  ask  that 
Mr.  Stone  be  permitted  to  select  the  tint  which  would  be  most 
desirable  as  a  background  for  pictures  and  curios.  This  de- 
cision was  not  to  be  final  until  action  by  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society  in  October  next,  that  being  the  meeting  pre- 
ceding the  session  of  the  legislature  when  the  appropriation 
might  be  made  for  the  work. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  board, 
the  meeting  adjourned.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  board  oi'  directors  of  th(i  Kansas 
State  Historical  Society  convened  in  the  odice  of  the  s(,*cretary 
at  10  o'clock  Tuesday  morning,  October  19,  1920.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  president,  Mr.  Mc- 
Neal, who  asked  for  the  report  of  the  secretary. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors,  Kansas  State  H istoi  ical  Sociefy: 

The  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  is  closing-  its  forty-fifth  year. 
It  is  a  gratification  to  know  that  its  hist  year  has  been  its  best  year. 
A  review  of  the  growth  and  work  of  this  Society  will,  I  believe,  show 
that  every  year  has  been  better  than  the  preceding-  year. 

When  the  Kansas  State  Etlitoi'ial  Association  founded  this  Society 
the  members  of  that  body  knew  they  were  doing-  a  great  service  to  this 
state.  I  suppose  they  have  all  passed  away  but  if  they  could  be  here  at 
this  time  to  see  the  proportions  to  which  this  Society  has  grown  and 
understand  the  substantial  work  accomplished  for  the  good  of  the  state 
every  year  of  the  life  of  this  institution,  they  would  consider  themselves 
amply  rewarded  for  their  labors.  It  is  not  the  intention  to  boast,  but 
it  is  a  satisfaction  to  know  that  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society 
is  the  second  largest  institution  of  its  kind  in  America. 

For  the  convenience  of  administration  the  Society  is  divided  into  sec- 
tions, and  these  will  be  treated  separately  in  this  report,  as  has  been 
the  custom. 

LIBRARY. 

The  library  of  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  is  the  largest  his- 
torical library  of  which  we  have  any  knowledge  west  of  the  Mississippi 
river,  with  the  possible  exception  of  that  of  the  University  of  California. 
In  manuscripts  relating  to  the  early  history  of  the  country,  especially 
the  Pacific  coast,  that  Society  takes  high  rank.

The  amount  of  money  appropriated  l>y  the  le^iKlature  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  has  always  been  insuflicient.  With  the  rise  in  the  sub- 
scription price  of  maj^azines  it  has  been  a  dilTkult  matter  to  make  the 
ai)propriation  for  the  purchase  of  books  cover  the  absolute  necessities 
of  the  Society.  Often  we  are  unable  U)  purcha.'^e  line  histfjrical  woiks 
offered,  for  the  reason  that  we  lack  the  funds. 

The  Society  has  been  extremely  fortunate  in  its  librarians.  It  is 
incomprehensible  to  me  when  I  look  over  our  Kicat  library  and  see  the 
immense  amount  of  material  we  have  on  so  wide  a  ran^^e  of  historical 
subjects,  that  these  librarians  have  been  able  to  build  such  a  library  as 
we  have  with  such  limited  means.  Their  selection  of  books  is  made  with 
such  discretion  and  judgment  that  the  library  is  always  kept  well 
balanced.  It  has  now  reached  that  proportion  that  it  draws  books, 
manuscripts,  charts  and  ma])s  from  all  (juarters.  Our  library  is  known 
to  institutions  and  students  in  the  Middle  West  to  contain  most  im- 
portant information  not  to  be  found  elsewhere.  This  is  especially  true 
of  our  manuscripts,  of  which  the  collection  in  the  library  of  the  Society 
is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  valuable  in  the  country.

It  is  a  responsible  and  heavy  task  to  properly  care  for  and  keep 
indexed  so  large  a  library.  How  the  librarian  accomplishes  it  with  but 
two  cataloguers  is  beyond  my  comprehension.  I^ut  it  is  done,  and  also 
a  great  deal  of  other  work  besides.  We  need  more  help,  and  without 
at  least  one  additional  trained  library  assistant  the  work  is  bound  to 
fall  behind  in  a  short  time.  Some  of  our  special  collections  should  be 
reorganized  and  rean-anged  in  the  immediate  future.  Without  another 
cataloguer  we  shall  be  unable  to  do  this  work,  and  extended  research 
along  certain  lines  will  therefore  be  crippled. 

We  have. been  at  a  disadvantage  and  the  Society  has  been  at  a  great 
disadvantage  from  the  beginning  because  of  the  insufficient  salaries 
paid  our  cataloguers.    Cataloguers  ar^  trained  workers.    It  costs  them 
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a  laij^o  sum  of  money  to  (jualily  tlu-msc-l v»'.s  for  the  work,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  tliat  Lhtdr  salaries  can  he  increased  at  the  comlnti;:  Heiiiiion  of 
the  legislature  to  somethiji^^-  like  what  is  paid  in  other  iriHtitutions.  It 
is  also  to  he  ho|)('d  that  the  salary  of  the  lihiarian  shall  he  increased  to 
compare  favorahly  with  tin-  pay  received  hy  hhiarians  in  such  institu- 
tions as  til  is. 

MIJSKIJM. 

The  growth  of  the  museum  for  the  past  year  has  heen  phenomenal, 
and  the  acci'ssions  have  heen  of  a  nature  lo  make  them  woi'th  while. 
This  applies  to  the  general  collections  of  the  museum.  There  have  not 
been  so  many  relics  of  the  j?reat  World  War  as  could  have  heen  desired, 
but  even  in  this  line  we  have  done  well. 

Capt.  James  C.  Huj^hes  within  the  last  month  placed  in  the  museum 
one  of  the  finest  collections  jjertaining  to  the  aitilleiy  hianch  (jf  the 
service  to  be  found  in  the  country  anywhere.  He  did  not  j^ive  the  col- 
lection outri<iht,  but  it  is  not  expected  that  it  will  evej-  he  rem(jved,  and 
there  is  little  doubt  but  that  he, will  j?ive  the  Society  complete  title  at  a 
later  date. 

The  collection  of  the  "all-Kansas  rej^iment"  remains  in  the  museum 
and  will  probably  be  left  there  for  all  time.  It  has  conirna;!drvl  much 
attention  from  the  day  it  was  i)laced  in  the  museum.  Every  one  visit- 
ing the  Society  has  wished  to  see  it. 

Mrs.  J.  II.  Gilpatrick,  daughter  of  Maj.  Gen.  James  G.  Blunt,  recently 
presented  the  Historical  Society  with  the  following  relics  of  the  Civil 
War,  all  of  them  the  jjroperty  of  or  connected  with  her  father. 
Oil  portrait  of  her  father,  Maj.  Gen.  James  G.  Blunt. 
Portion  of  a  Confederate  flag  (framed)  captured  by  a  com- 
pany of  the  Sixth  Kansas  cavalry. 
Pieces  (framed)  of  a  flag  presented  to  General  Blunt. 
Epaulettes,  sash,  sword  and  gold-plated  buttons  belonging 

-to  his  full-dress  uniform. 
Spyglass  used  by  him  during  the  war. 
The  portrait  of  General  Blunt  is  in  oil  and  is  finely  executed.    It  is 
true  in  its  delineation  and  is  a  fine  portrait  of  the  general. 

The  heirs  of  the  late  Lindley  Murray  Perkins,  of  Baxter  Springs, 
Kan.,  have  presented  to  the  Society  the  great  collection  made  by  their 
father.  He  was  a  man  of  wealth,  who  traveled  over  most  of  the  world. 
When  he  saw  any  object  which  he  desired  he  was  able  to  purchase  it, 
and  did  purchase  it.  It  grew  to  such  proportions  that  he  erected  a 
building  in  Baxter  Springs  and  set  aside  a  portion  of  it  for  this  collec- 
tion. His  heirs  realized  that  it  was  too  large  for  any  private  residence 
and  that  to  divide  it  up  would  destroy  its  value  largely.  After  due 
consideration  they  decided  to  place  it  ,in  the  keeping  of  the  State  His- 
torical Society,  to  be  forever  a  part  of  the  museum  collection.  The  title 
is  in  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society.  When  it  was  packed  at 
Baxter  Springs  it  filled  a  large  freight  car.  It  is  now  being  put  in 
place  in  the  museum,  and  is  one  of  the  most  noted  and  valuable  acces- 
sions ever  received  by  the  Society. 

Mrs.  Tiny  G.  Kemble,  of  Vya,  Nev.,  formerly  Miss  Tiny  Gilpatrick, 
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of  T()|)i-I<a,  picscnUd  the  Society  with  a  numfM-r  of  very  valuable 
Civil  War  cartoons  and  posters.  It  is  airiKisl  impo«siljle  to  Mecure 
posters  of  the  Civil  War,  aiid  for  that  nas(jn  iiicMli(jri  is  mad.-  here  of 
these  valuable  accessions. 

The  (Joss  collection  is  now  the  property  of  the  Historical  Society  aiwJ 
is  on  display  in  the  east  room  of  the  museum.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
valuable  collections  of  birds  in  the  United  States.  Before  it  came  into 
the  possession  of  the  Society  it  was  maintained  in  the  statehouse  as  a 
Separate  department.  Mounted  birds  must,  because  of  their  frail  char- 
acter, have  consideiable  attention.  While  it  was  in  the  statehouse  it 
cost  the  state  somethinjr  like  $1,^00  a  year  lo  maintain  it.  The  Society 
has  borne  the  expense  of  the  maintenance  of  this  collection  out  of  its 
continj^ent  fund.  This  it  will  not  be  able  to  continue  to  do.  The  Society 
must  lay  the  matter  before  the  legislature  and  ask  for  a  certain  sum  for 
tlie  ui)keep  and  preservation  of  this  ornithological  collection. 

NEWSPAPER  SECTION. 

The  newspaper  section  maintains  its  usual  growth.  The  last  four 
years  has  been  an  exti-emely  diflicult  and  tiying  period  for  newsi)aper 
publishers.  The  price  of  })aper  has  doubled  two  oi-  three  times.  Tlie 
prices  of  all  printing  matei-ial  have  constantly  increased  and  are  uow 
increasing.  The  cost  of  labor  is  at  the  highest  point  ever  known.  A 
g-Qod  many  newspapers  have  been  comjiclled  to  discontinue  publication. 
There  have  been  a  number  of  consolidations  of  newspapei's.  In  this 
and  other  conditions  the  Kansas  newspaper  publishers  have  managed 
to  keep  the  Kansas  press  at  greater  efliciency  than  the  pi-ess  of  any 
other  state  with  which  the  management  of  this  Society  is  familiar. 
These  publishers,  with  one  or  tw^o  exceptions,  furnish  the  State  His- 
torical Society  with  complete  files  of  their  papers,  as  has  been  the 
custom  since  the  Society  was  organized.  This  Society  belongs  to  the 
newspapers  of  Kansas  more  than  to  any  other  interest  in  the  state. 
They  founded  it  and  have  always  maintained  it.  They  take  great  pride 
in  building  up  the  liles  of  their  newsi)apers  into  one  great  collective 
hewspa})er  collection,  the  gi-eatest  in  the  world. 

The  legislature  of  1919  provided  for  an  additional  deck  of  shelving 
in  the  newspaper  section.    This  has  just  been  put  in;  in  fact,  it  is  not 
entirely  completed  at  this  time.     It  will  enable  us  to  make  accessible 
feome  10,000  or  15,000  volumes  of  newspapers  which  have  heretofore 
been  stacked  in  the  basement.    This  deck  completes  those  provided  in 
the  main  stacking  for  newspapers.     Hereafter  the  expansion  of  this 
department  will  have  to  be  cared  for  by  shelving  in  the  basement,  where 
there  is  much  I'oom.    It  will  be  necessary  to  have  some  additional  shelv- 
ing in  the  basement  in  the  very  near  future.    The  arrangement  of  our 
newspapers  by  counties  has  proven  the  best  possible  plan.    The  files  of 
the  newspapers  have  been  more  in  demand  in  the  past  year  than  ever 
before.    In  many  instances  the  original  files,  housed  in  frame  buildings 
!n  the  towns  where  the  newspapers  were  published,  have  been  burned  in 
fires  which  swept  the  towns,  leaving  those  files  in  the  newspaper  section 
of  the  Historical  Society  the  only  ones  in  existence. 
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There  are  published  in  the  state  at  this  tinic  ^'>'^  dailieH,  4H(;  weeklieM, 
1  triweekly,  (5  semiweeklies,  rA\  monthlies,  H  st  niiniont hiic  s,  2  (|uarU'rlieM, 
and  3  published  occasionally. 

AKCllIVKS. 

Wo  have  had  the  usual  accessions  to  the  archives  collecti(jn.  Infor- 
mation from  the  archives  is  in  increasin^^  demand.  These  valuable 
lecords  of  the  state  are  coi»sulted  more  frcciucntly  every  year.  Their 
utility  proves  the  wisdom  oJ'  the  state  of  Kansas  in  providinj^  for  the 
collection  and  preservation  of  material  which  we  have  in  these  archives. 
During  the  ^reat  World  War  the  census  reports  were  consulted  daily. 
The  archives  are  bein^^  consulted  by  courts,  attorneys  and  all  persons 
seekinf^  information  of  property  and  person.s  livinj^  in  Kansas  in  the 
early  days.  In  the  census  reports,  which  we  have  back  to  1855,  the  aj^e 
and  residence  of  the  people  of  the  entire  state  can  be  established  for  the 
years  for  which  the  census  was  taken.  They  are  beinj^  consulted  more 
and  more  as  the  people  come  to  know  the  nature  of  the  information  con- 
tained in  them. 

The  archives  room  has  never  had  any  shelvinj^  or  furniture  except  that 
which  was  improvised  from  old  material  brought  fiom  the  statehouse 
when  the  Society  was  moved  into  the  Memorial  Building.  Shelvinj^  for 
these  invaluable  records  should  be  provided.  It  would  ^^reatly  lessen 
the  work  of  the  attendant  in  charg-e  when  information  is  to  be  searched 
for,  and  it  would  preserve  in  a  proper  way  these  records. 

FINANCES. 

The  finances  of  the  Society  are  in  a  sound  condition.  The  Society  has 
never  in  its  expenditures  exceeded  the  amount  appropriated  by  the 
legislature.  The  legislature  of  1919  made  some  additions  to  the  appro- 
priations for  the  general  expenses  of  the  Society  and  for  the  purchase  of 
books.  These  increases  are  wholly  inadequate  at  the  present  time,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  coming  legislature  will  further  increase  them.  Every- 
thing which  the  Society  has  to  purchase  is  from  three  to  five  times  higher 
than  before  the  war.  The  Society  is  compelled  to  purchase  the  blank 
paper  which  it  uses,  and  this  costs  five  or  six  times  as  much  as  it  did 
in  1914.  Old  Hampshire  bond  paper  could  be  purchased  then  for  about 
fourteen  cents  a  pound.  It  is  now  above  seventy  cents  a  pound.  Freight 
is  much  higher,  express  charges  are  higher,  and  drayage  costs  three  or 
four  times  as  much  as  it  formerly  did.  These  charges  must  be  paid  out 
of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Society,  which  must  be  materially  increased 
to  enable  the  Society  to  carry  on  its  work. 

Attention  was  called  in  the  annual  report  of  the  secretary  for  the 
past  year  to  the  small  increases  made  for  the  employees  of  the  Society.  If 
there  is  any  readjustment  of  compensation  for  state  employees,  those  of 
the  Society  must  be  included.  The  salaries  paid  employees  of  this  in- 
stitution never  were  equal  to  those  paid  for  similar  work  in  other  state 
institutions.  These  wages  are  not  now  equal,  and  this  inequality  at 
least  should  be  remedied. 

MEMBERSHIP  FEE  FUND. 

The  membership  fee  fund  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  In  the  last 
annual  report  the  secretary  pointed  out  that  it  would  be  possible  to 
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purchane  anothci-  Lihcity  hond  of  $rj()()  with  Ih*;  accumulationH  of  this 
fund.  It  is  with  much  i)lc'asure  that  it  can  hu  announced  that  Liberty 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $1,{)0()  have  hccri  [jurchasod  with  the  accumula- 
tions of  this  fund.  This  makes  the  Ixjnd  hoidinj^s  of  this  fund  $2,000, 
and  thcM'o  is  still  a  balance  of  $.'{17.00  in  the  fund.  The  administiati(jn  of 
the  Society  takes  ^icat  pride  in  the  pi-esent  condition  of  this  furid.  It 
was  very  nearly  wiped  out  by  the  drafts  made  on  it  in  I'Jl  I  in  movinj^ 
the  Society  into  the  Memorial  Buildinj?.  What  we  have  now  accumu- 
lated has  been  largely  saved  since  that  date*.  The  various  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  this  fund  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  treasurei', 
which  is  made  a  part  hereof.  There  will  also  be  found  the  report  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  trust  funds  belonj^in^r  to  the  Society. 
These  trust  funds  amount  to  $1,450,  and  they  are  invested  in  the  bonds 
issued  by  the  government  during  the  World  War.  All  our  bonds  are 
registered  and  are  kept  in  a  safety-deposit  box  in  the  vault  of  the  Kansas 
Reserve  State  Bank.

The  secretary  of  the  Society  has  furnished  the  stat(;  accountant  tran- 
scripts of  the  recoi-ds  of  the  Society,  showinji,^  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tuies  of  the  membership  fee  fund  and  the  trust  funds,  and  also  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  appiopriations  made  by  the  le^-ishiture  for  the  t\V(j 
years  endin^^  June  :U),  11)20.  The  state  accountant,  however,  has  not 
been  able  to  check  these  transcripts  with  the  books  of  the  auditor,  for 
the  reason  that  his  office  has  been  enjia{^ed  in  making;  a  j^eneral  inventory 
of  all  the  property  of  the  state.  The  state  accountant,  however,  assures 
us  that  this  checkin<^'  will  be  done  within  the  next  few  months.  It  has 
been  the  policy  of  the  secretary  to  keep  this  checkin^r  up  to  date,  and 
it  has  been  a  matter  of  much  satisfaction  to  know  that  there  has  never 
been  a  discrepancy  of  a  cent  in  the  accounts  of  this  Society. 

THE  WASHBURN  POWDER  HORN. 

The  matter  cf  the  Washburn  powder  horn  was  considered  at  the  last 
annual  meeting'.  It  was  hoped  by  the  Society  that  that  matter  was 
finally  disposed  of  at  that  time.  Mr.  Washburn,  however,  has  not  re- 
linquished his  purpose  to  take  this  hoin  away  from  the  Society.  On  the 
16th  of  March,  1920,  he  secured  an  opinion  of  the  attorney-^>-eneral  on 
the  status  of  this  horn.  This  opinion  went  much  farther  than  any  for- 
mer opinion  of  the  attorney-^^eneral  on  this  or  any  other  subject  concern- 
ing the  Society. 

An  examination  of  this  opinion  would  seem  to  justify  the  conclusion 
that  it  was  made  expressly  to  enable  Mr.  Washburn  to  secure  possession 
of  this  powder  horn.  The  secretary,  who  is  responsible  for  all  the  col- 
lections of  the  Society  and  all  its  property,  was  astounded  at  the  stand 
taken  by  the  attorney-f;eneral  on  this  matter,  and  refused  to  avail  him- 
self of  any  of  the  privileges  this  opinion  conferred  on  him.  He  made  this 
refusal  on  the  ground  that  the  general  practice  and  exercise  of  the 
powers  conferred  on  him  by  this  opinion  were  in  fact  illegal  and  uiiau- 
thorized  in  law.  To  exercise  the  authority  which  this  opinion  g^ives  the 
secretary  would  be  to  destroy  this  Society.  Upon  receipt  of  this  opinion 
of  the  attorney-general  the  secretary  wrote  a  protest,  the  import  of  which 
was  communicated  to  the  attorney  for  Mr.  Washburn.  As  this  matter 
may  have  further  consideration,  the  opinion  of  the  attorney-general  and 
the  protest  written  by  the  secretary  of  the  Society  are  set  out  herewith:

Yon  will  notice  that  in  this  ()i)inion  the  altoi  ney  f;enei  al  slated  that  the  Slate  His- 
torical Society  is  made  a  trustee  and  is  re(|uired  to  hold  all  of  the  property  for  ihe  htali;, 
and  is  forhidden  to  morti^a^ie,  transfer  or  dispose  <d'  it  except  in  certain  cases  of  duplicuies 
itiitl  ill  the  wa\  provided  ]>y  law  relaliii;;  to  such  special  cases.  Vou  will  note  that  the 
o|iiiiion  held  that  there  are  two  wa,\s  in  which  proixily  in  the  hands  of  the  Kansas  State 
Historical  Socielv  can  he  e.\chanj;ed. 

The  former  opinion  recited  section  in,")!!),  wliicdi  only  refers  lo  the  i-.xclia iiu'e  of  dupli- 
cates, and  apparently  that  was  the  only  (|Ueslion  that  was  suhmilted  at  the  time  of  the 
•foi'iner  opinion.  The  (|iU'stioii  of  whether  or  not  an  e.\chani,'e  of  articles  other  than  dupli 
cates  was  not  brouf^lit  to  the  attention  of  this  ile])art meiit.  1  will  call  your  attention  to 
the  i)rovisions  of  section  1()."),')0,  and  this  section,  anion;;  other  thing's,  says,  "■and  to  pro- 
cure hy  Kift  Hiid  exchaiiKf  such  scieiitilic  and  historical  reiioiis  of  the  leL'islat  ii  res  of 
other  states,  of  railroads,  reports  of  yt'olo;;ical  and  other  scieiitilic  surveys,  and  such 
other  books,  majis,  (diarts  and  materials  as  will  facilitate  the  investigation  of  historical, 
seientitic,  social,  educational  and  literary  siih.jects,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  i)roijerly 
IhuukI."  This  itrovisioii  is  jiractically  limitless,  so  far  as  the  autliorit\"  of  the  Society 
troes,  to  jirocuve  any  of  the  matters  therein  contained  by  ^'ifl  and  exchange. 

I  am  tliert'fore  of  the  oi»inion  that  if  you  can  jirocure  any  of  the  matters  set  out 
ill  section  l(),'>ri(\  .vk/uii,  by  u'il't  and  excluinice  of  thost>  Ijooks,  maps,  cllal■l.-^  and  materials 
in  Ntuir  possession,  ami  that  1>.\  so  doiii;;  >()ii  will  facililale  the  i  n\esl  i  L;a  I  lo  n  of  hi.>torical, 
scii'iit  ilic.  social,  educational  and  literary  sub.u'cts,  tlial  \ou  can  make  such  an  excliaiigo 
even  though   the  articles  so  exchanged   are  not  dujilicates.

Protest  of  the  Secretary  in  the  Matter  of  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney- 
general,  March  16,  1020. 
This  opinion  destroys  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society.     Or  it 
would  destroy  the  Society  if  followed  in  the  transaction  of  the  Society's 
business. 

For  who  would  entrust  any  valuable  article  whatever — book,  map, 
chart,  manuscript,  document,  official  paper,  relic,  portrait,  newspaper 
file — knowing-  that  the  Society  might  legally  trade,  exchange,  barter, 
Swap,  or  give  (the  opinion  authorizes  the  Society  to  give)  that  valuable 
historical  article  away  for  some  other  article  having,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Society,  a  similar  value? 

People  generally,  and  the  people  of  Kansas  especially,  give  precious 
relics  and  valuable  historical  articles  to  the  Society  with  the  under- 
standing that  they  will  be  kept  and  preserved  by  the  Society  for  all 
time. 
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The  newspaper  publishers  of  Kansas  ^ive  lik-s  of  their  paperH  to  the 
Society  under  an  assurance  that  the  files  will  be  kept  an«J  i)re«erve<J  by 
the  Society  for  the  people  of  the  statr  ari<l  for  the  use  of  future  K^-nera- 
tions  of  tile  state— not  \\,v  (he  Socirty  to  tia.lc  on,  barter  away  and  din- 
poae  of  for  something:  else.  Hut  under  authoiity  of  this  opinion  the 
Society  could  legally  swap  them  off  -the  ^neatest  news|)aper  collection 
in  the  world — for  something-  else. 

The  soldiers  of  the  ^reat  World  War  are  furnishing  the  Society  ac- 
counts of  their  services  and  relics  of  their  sacrifices  under  the  pledged 
word  of  the  state,  and  in  the  full  faith  that  these  thing's  will  be  treas- 
ured and  cared  for  and  jxesei-ved  foi-  all  time  for  the  use  of  the  people 
of  tlie  state,  and  especially  for  their  descendants.  But  by  authority  of 
this  opinion  the  Society  can  trade  these  valuable  records  of  the  state's 
soldiers  for  anythinjr  it  nii^ht  be  disposed  to  accept  in  their  stead. 

The  parents,  and  particularly  the  mothers,  of  these  fine  youn^  Kansas 
soldiers  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  World  War  are  sending  in  the  bi- 
ographies, photographs,  letters  and  relics  of  these,  their  sons,  who  sacri- 
ficed their  lives  that  liberty  might  not  perish  from  the  earth,  in  the  full 
belief  that  they  will  be  preserved,  kept  and  cherished  here  for  all  time 
as  an  example  and  inspiration  to  future  sons  of  Kansas  when  the  na- 
tion calls.    But  under  this  opinion  this  Society  could  traffic  them  away. 

The  legislature,  by  special  act,  turned  over  to  the  Society  the  battle 
flags  of  the  Kansas  regiments  in  the  Civil  War.  They  are  now  in  suit- 
able cases  in  Memorial  Hall.  They  were  put  there  at  great  expense. 
They  were  carried  to  the  Memorial  Building  by  the  old  veterans  with 
weak  and  tottering  steps,  but  with  the  flame  of  patriotism  uncjuenched 
in  their  hearts.  What  do  these  flags  represent?  They  represent  the 
trials,  the  sufferings,  the  very  lives  of  the  loyal  pioneers  of  Kansas,  who, 
having  established  a  free  state,  again  took  up  the  sword  to  help  save 
this  Union.  These  flags  have  a  value  far  beyond  any  sum  of  money 
which  could  be  named.  Yet  this  opinion  gives  this  Society  the  right  to 
barter  these  sacred  relics  to  South  Carolina  in  exchange  for  rebel 
flags;  or  they  could  be  exchanged  with  the  state  of  Georgia,  or  any 
other  state  which  was  disloyal  and  which  seceded,  for  rebel  battle  flags; 
Or  they  could  be  traded  off  for  any  other  article  the  Society  migh  sup- 
pose had  an  equal  intrinsic  value, 

A  patriotic  woman — a  Kansas  woman — gave  the  Society  a  collection 
of  books,  portraits  and  pamphlets  on  the  life  and  public  services  of 
Abraham  Lincoln.  It  is  a  large  and  very  valuable  collection  of  material 
on  the  life  and  work  of  the  martyred  President  who  freed  four  million 
felaves  and  saved  the  Union.  This  public-spirited  and  patriotic  woman 
expected  that  her  gift  would  be  a  sacred  matter,  and  that  the  books 
which  it  had  taken  years  to  collect,  as  well  as  much  money,  would  re- 
main here  for  all  time  to  instruct  the  coming  generations  of  Kansas  in 
sacrifice  and  patriotism.  But  this  opinion  gives  the  Society  the  right 
to  exchange  them  for  anything  having  a  similar  money  value  and  send 
them  out  of  the  state. 

This  Society  has  in  its  possession  the  gold  medal  made  by  a  French 
society,  at  the  instance  of  Victor  Hugo,  as  a  tribute  to  John  Brown. 
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It  is  in  fact  a  tribute  of  the  French  people  to  the  [jioneer  spirit  of  Kan- 
sas, which  resolved  that  no  slavery  should  exist  in  this  free  land — and 
which  finally  ovcM'threw  slavery.  The  widow  of  Juhn  lirown,  who  with 
her  children  j^ave  this  medal  to  the  Society,  ex()e(ted  that  proper  care 
would  be  taken  of  that  valuable  relic.  They  expected  that  it  w<juld 
be  saved  and  kept  here  where  it  could  be  seen  of  all  men.  Hut  by  au- 
thority of  this  opinion  the  Society  can  swaf)  it  olf  for  chains  which 
bound  Union  i)risoners  in  Libby  i)rison  or  at  Andersonville,  or  any  other 
article  whatever. 

Doctor  Bancroft,  of  Kansas  City,  Kan.,  was  a  soldier  for  the  Union 
in  the  Civil  War.  He  was  on  duty  in  Washington  city  as  the  war  drew 
to  a  close.  On  the  night  of  the  assassination  of  President  Lincoln  he 
was  in  Ford's  theater.  He  aided  in  takinj^  the  stricken  Piesident  out  to 
a  house  where  he  could  have  help.  As  they  were  carrying?  him  out 
Doctor  Bancroft  saw  a  drop  of  the  blood  of  Lincoln  fall  on  the  corner 
of  a  printed  program  of  the  evening's  i)lay.  He  stopped  and  i)icked  it 
up.  Many  years  after  he  gave  the  corner  of  the  program  containing 
that  drop  of  blood  of  Abraham  Lincoln  to  this  Society.  He  did  so  that 
this  sacred  relic  might  be  kept  here  and  cared  for  for  all  time.  But 
under  the  authority  of  this  opinion  the  Society  could  traffic  this  blood 
of  the  immortal  Lincoln  for  some  object  of  no  importance  to  the  people 
of  this  state. 

Under  the  statutes,  all  official  correspondence  and  all  the  documents 
and  records  of  the  state  which  have  passed  out  of  current  use  are  turned 
over  to  the  Historical  Society  for  pieservation.  There  have  been  de- 
posited already  thousands  of  documents  from  the  offices  of  the  governor, 
insurance  commissioners.  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  others.  These  docu- 
ments have  served  a  temporary  purpose  in  the  respective  offices  from 
which  they  came.  They  will  serve  a  much  broader  and  more  important 
purpose  in  the  future  by  revealing  the  exact  conditions  in  Kansas  officially 
and  industrially  at  the  time  of  their  execution.  They  are  becoming 
innnen.sely  more  valuable  as  historical  material  with  the  passing  years. 
It  was  contemplated  by  the  law  that  these  official  documents  should  be 
always  kept  here,  accessible  to  any  citizen  who  luigli'  have  occasion  or 
inclination  to  consult  them.  But  if  this  opinion  is  the  law,  the  Society 
may  swap  off  the  executive  minutes  of  the  governors,  the  official  state 
papers  and  the  official  correspondence  of  this  state  for  the  reports  of  the 
Belgian  Hare  Breeders'  Association. 

When  Zebulon  M.  Pike  explored  the  Kansas  country  in  180(3  he  found 
a  village  of  Pawnee  Indians  oj\  the  Republican.  They  had  a  Spanish  flag 
flying  over  their  town.  Pike  forced  them  to  lowei-  the  Spanish  flag  and 
hoist  Old  Glory  on  the  same  staff.  A  patriotic  citizen  of  Republic  county 
deeded  the  site  of  this  village  to  the  Historical  Society,  and  the  state 
built  a  monument  there  to  show  the  future  generations  where  the  Spanish 
flag  came  down  and  Old  Glory  went  up.  This  patriotic  gift  was  made  on 
the  theory  that  this  was  a  permanent  matter.  But  if  this  opinion  is  the 
law,  then  the  Society  may  legally  trade  the  monument  and  swap  off  the 
land. 

I  could  continue  these  instances  and  mention  thousands  of  sacred 
relics  and  valuable  documents.    But  I  have  named  enough  to  show  that 
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this  opinion  is  ahsurd.  It  violates  every  [)iiii(  i|)l»-  on  which  a  liistorical 
society  is  rounded.  l'"or  if  ii-lics,  .historical  articles,  (,l!icial  documents 
are  not  to  he  koj)t  and  pieserved,  why  should  llu;  state  concern  itself 
about  their  collection?  Take  the  matter-  of  portraits.  This  Society  Huh  a 
wonderful  colK-ction  of  the  poitraits  of  Kansas  pione<-rs.  Why  should 
the  Society  ^o  to  ^reat  trouble  and  exi)ense  to  gather  the.se  priceless 
relics  of  pioneer  days  if  it  is  lawful  to  swap  them  ojf  foi  the  plates  of 
the  Shorthorn  (lattle  C'lub.  Under  authority  of  this  of)ini(jn  ev<-ry  sacred 
arid  valuable  thin^  in  all  our-  archives  could  be  dissipated  and  scattered 
abroad  for  other  articles  of  no  value  whatever  t(j  the  ma.-s  of  the  people 
of  the  state. 

The  relics,  statements,  manuscripts,  documents  and  porti-aits  of  the 
Historical  Society  constitute  a  shrine  for  the  people  oi'  the  state  of  Kan- 
sas. They  represent  and  embody  the  elforts,  the  toil,  the  struji:j^le,  the 
sacrifices,  the  tears,  the  blood,  the  individual  and  collc'ctive  aspii'ations 
of  those  lieroic  pioneers  who,  under  conditions  most  adverse,  built  and 
established  this  great  state.  They  have  a  value  far  beyond  any  amount 
of  mere  money  which  could  be  named.  Yet  the  opinion  says  that  these 
sacred  thing-s  are  subject  to  be  bartered  and  bandied  about  and  (lis[)osed 
of  at  the  will  of  the  Society. 

This  opitiion  says  that  the  Historical  Society  is,  in  effect,  nothing-  more 
than  an  agency  to  traltic  in  relics,  manuscripts  and  other  historical  things. 

It  will  not  do  to  say  that  the  Society  never  will  do  these  things.  Of 
course  it  will  not  until  compelled  to  by  the  court  of  last  resort.  But 
states  and  great  state  institutions  are  not  founded  upon  the  discretion 
of  any  one.  They  are  not  founded  on  the  theory  that  everything  will 
go  on  all  right  whether  there  is  restriction  or  not.  They  are  not  founded 
upon  the  faith  that  every  one,  or  even  any  one,  will'  do  the  right  thing 
and  the  best  thing  whether  he  has  to  or  not.  They  arc  founded  upcn 
exact  rules  and  laws,  many  of  them  having  penalties  attached  for  non-* 
])er forniance  and  violation. 

The  statutes  under  which  the  liistorical  Society  was  establislied  were 
drawn  up  by  former  Chief  Justice  Samuel  A.  Kingman,  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Society.  It  has  always  been  the  judgment  of  the  bar 
and  the  people  of  Kansas  that  Judge  Kingman  was  a  cai)able  man  and 
a  sound  lawyer.  This  opinion  of  March  1(5,  1\)20,  brands  him  as  an 
ignoramus,  an  incompetent.  But  he  was  none  of  these.  He  was  a 
patriotic  pioneer,  a  great  lawyer  and  an  eminent  judge.  He  had  the  in- 
terest, the  glory,  the  development,  the  social,  educational  and  material 
progress  of  Kansas  ever  at  heart.  That  must  be  admitted  by  all  who  had 
the  good  fortune  to  know  Judge  Kingman.  He  was  deeply  interested  in 
the  preservation  of  the  record  made  by  the  pioneers  of  Kansas.  He  was 
himself  a  pioneer.  He  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  achievements  of  the 
Kansas  pioneers  were  glorious.  This  Society  was  his  pride.  He  wrote 
its  constitution.  It  was  his  intention  to  write  a  law  that  would  compel 
the  Society  to  keep  the  relics,  manuscripts,  portraits  and  official  papers,, 
and  preserve  and  care  for  them  for  all  time.  Having  this  in  mind  and 
on  his  heart,  he  wrote  the  statute  on  which  this  opinion  was  rendered. 
If  this  opinion  is  the  law.  Judge  Kingman  failed  to  write  what  he  intended 
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to  write.  He  dird  in  tlw  In-lii-f  that  lie  had  wiitlcn  a  law  that  wciuld 
make  this  Society  a  perniatu'iifc  iiistitution  of  KaiiMas  and  compel  it  lo 
preserve  for  ever  the  collect  ions  it  ini^ht  make  al<out  and  concernint?  Kan- 
sas people,  lie  did  fiot.  intend  that  these  sacred  thin^^s  .should  Inxome 
the  suhject  of  hai  ter  and  ti  adc,  for  he  hdicved  they  had  a  value  whir-h 
could  not  l)e  comf)Uted  in  money. 

Hut  this  opinion,  l)y  playing  one  secti(jn  of  the  law  a^rairist  another 
section  of  the  same  law,  upioots  the  liisl(jrical  Society  and  dissipates  its 
c<dl('clions. 

I  do  not  believe  that  so  absurd  an  opinion  can  be  of  any  value  what- 
ever. And  this  Society  will  never  be  bound  by  it  unlM  the  couit  of  last 
resort  says  it  must. 

This  year  we  have  lost  throu<;h  death  ei^lit  mcinbers,  one  beirj^  an 
expresident  of  the  Society.  They  wi-ie  all  men  wIkj  have  been  identified 
with  Kansas  and  with  the  Historical  Society,  and  some  of  them  were  of 
the  fast  disappeaiin;;-  pioneeis.  It  is  a  sad  thin^-  to  recoid  these  losses 
from  cur  membership.  Each  one  is  in  a  sense  a  i)ersonal  loss.  We  miss 
their  letters,  their  helpful  visits,  their  presence  about  our  ofiices  and 
library.  And  this  seeiiis  especially  true  to-day  when  we  record  the  death 
of  P.  I.  Bonebrake,  Ira  0.  Hrou.uher,  Chai-les  S.  (iked,  C.  II.  Titus,  Peter 
Fisher,  Judd  Stewart,  L.  H.  Thompson,  and  Col.  W.  \V.  Smith.

The  report  of  the  treasurer,  being  incorporated  in  that  of  the 
secretary,  was  not  read  separately. 

The  president  called  for  discussion  of  the  secretary's  report. 
There  being  none,  he  asked  the  wishes  of  the  directors  as  to 
its  acceptance. 

Mr.  Cory  moved  that  the  report  of  the  secretary  be  accepted 
as  read.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  0.  J.  Wood.  Judge 
Sclioch  moved  to  amend  tlie  report  by  striking  from  it  that 
part  pertaining  to  the  discussion  of  the  Washburn  powder-horn 
controversy.  0.  J.  Wood  rose  to  withdraw  his  second  to  the 
motion  to  accept  the  report  if  it  closed  discussion  of  the  pow- 
der-horn controversy.  Whereupon  J.  N.  Harrison  said  he 
would  like  to  second  the  motion  of  Mr.  Cory  to  accept  the  re- 
port as  read. 

Mr.  Kagey  spoke  for  the  acceptance  of  the  report  as  read. 
Mr.  Cory,  in  defense  of  his  motion,  said  that  the  acceptance 
of  the  report  would  not  shut  out  discussion.  Whereupon  the 
question  was  called  for  and  the  motion  submitted  to  accept  the 
report.    The  motion  carried. 

Mr.  Tucker  then  moved  that  so  much  of  the  report  as  per- 
tained to  the  powder-horn  controversy,  with  the  conflicting 
opinions  of  the  attorney-general  in  relation  thereto,  be  re- 
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ferred  to  a  committee  of  three  directors,  who  stiould  be  at- 
torneys at  law,  and  who  should  take  the  same  under  Cfjnsider- 
ation,  lookinj^  to  a  change  in  the  law  under  which  the  Society 
acts,  so  that  hereafter  the  way  may  be  clear  as  to  the  rij^hts 
and  powers  of  the  Society  in  such  matters  without  resort  to 
the  directors  as  a  court  of  decision. 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  Judj^^e  Schoch.  Mr.  Cory  spoke 
in  relation  to  the  motion,  saying  that  what  he  felt  was  bein^ 
done  was  the  establishment  of  a  precedent.,  and  that  lie  was 
enough  of  a  lawyer  to  know  that  that  was  a  dangerous  thing 
and  should  be  considered  carefully. 

Mr.  Lee  then  rose  to  move  that  the  whole  matter  be  laid  on 
the  table.   This  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

Whereupon  Judge  Schoch  asked  leave  to  present  a  resolu- 
tion.  This  being  granted,  he  submitted  the  following: 

Wheueas,  Avery  Washburn  about  1884  placed  in  the  State  Historical 
Society  a  powder  horn  used  in  the  Revolutionary  War  by  Nathan  Wash- 
burn ;  and 

Whereas,  Avery  Washburn  thereafter  ^^ave  to  H,  M.  Washburn  an 
order  on  F,  G.  Adams,  at  that  time  secretary  of  the  State  Historical 
Society,  for  a  return  of  said  powder  horn  to  H.  M.  Washburn;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  at  this  time  in  the  Historical  Society  a  powder 
horn  of  Revolutionary  War  time,  similar  to  the  hoi-n  of  Nathan  Wash- 
burn; and 

Whereas,  H.  M,  Washburn  offers  to  exchange  with  the  Historical 
Society,  for  the  powder  horn  of  Nathan  Washburn,  an  Indian  bead  mat, 
made  more  than  one  hundred  years  ai^o  by  Indians  of  one  of  the  Six 
Nations  in  New  York,  it  bein^-  his  wish  that  said  powder  horn  be  placed 
in  the  museum  of  the  Masonic  Grand  Lodj^e  Building-  in  Topeka,  Kan.: 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  accept  the  ^ilt  of  the  Indian  bead  mat,  offered  in  exchanj^^e 
for  the  powder  horn  above  mentioned,  and  that  he  transfer  to  the 
museum  in  the  Masonic  Grand  Lod^e  Buildin.L!,-  in  Topeka,  Kan.,  the 
powder  horn  placed  in  the  Historical  Society  by  Avery  Washburn. 

Judge  Schoch  displayed  the  Indian  mat  and  moved  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution.  0.  J.  Wood  seconded  the  motion.  Judge 
Schoch  spoke  on  the  resolution,  saying  that  the  controversy 
had  been  going  on  for  over  two  years  and  he  felt  that  it  was 
time  it  was  settled,  and  that  it  should  be  settled  by  the  direc- 
tors of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Lee-  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  stating  that  his  motion, 
which  had  been  favorably  acted  upon,  was  to  lay  the  icJiole 
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matter  on  the  table.  Mr.  Wood  re(iuest(Ml  f)cnni.ssion  of  the 
directors  for  discussion  of  the  resolution  and  sfx^ke  at  some 
length  in  favor  of  it.  He  maintained  that  the  request  for  an 
exchange  was  a  perfectly  proper  one  and  should  receive  favor- 
able consideration,  and  that  he  asked  that  the  exchange  be  au- 
thorized. 

Mr.  Harrison  made  a  few  remarks  on  the  board  establishing 
such  a  precedent  and  said  that  he  was  o[)posed  to  such  pro- 
cedure. 

Mr.  Cory  said  that  he  had  brought  with  him  an  album  con- 
taining photographs  of  commissioned  olhcers  in  the  World 
War  from  Bourbon  county,  and  that  under  such  precedents  he 
would  hesitate  to  give  the  Society  the  album,  fearing  that  in 
some  after  time  it  would  be  considered  a  fair  exchange  for 
some  other  article  which  had  no  bearing  upon  the  history  of 
Bourbon  county  or  its  citizens. 

Judge  Slonecker  made  a  few  pointed  remarks.  He  said  he 
was  not  interested  in  the  powder  horn  in  the  least,  but  that  he 
objected  to  its  exchange  for  some  other  object;  that  he  had 
known  Avery  Washburn,  the  donor  of  the  powder  horn,  and 
knew  he  was  not  an  ''Indian  giver,"  and  that  he  intended  to 
vote  "no"  on  the  resolution. 

Judge  Schoch  again  rose  to  make  further  argument.  He 
claimed  that  the  restoration  of  the  powder  horn  to  H.  M.  Wash- 
burn was  merely  a  matter  of  justice,  inasmuch  as  there  was 
some  doubt  as  to  the  right  of  Avery  Washburn  to  give  away 
the  powder  horn.  Remarks  followed  by  Secretary  Conneliey, 
Judge  Huron,  Mr.  Kagey  and  Mr.  Tucker. 

The  discussion  ending.  President  McNeal  called  for  a  rising 
vote  on  the  resolution,  which  resulted  in  two  in  favor  of  it  and 
eighteen  against  it.

The  report  of  the  committee,  appointed  at  the  last  annual 
meeting,  to  formulate  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the 
Society  which  should  make  it  possible  to  call  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Society  at  some  other  date  than  that  fixed  by  the  con- 
stitution was  next  called  for. 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  not  being  present,  the  report 
was  read  by  Secretary  Connelley : 

ToPEKA,  Kan.,  October  19,  1920. 
To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Kcotsas  State  Historical  Society: 

Your  committee  on  the  matter  of  clianj'ing'  the  date  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing- of  the  Society  beg-  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  matter 
under  consideration  and  do  recommend  that  the  constitution  of  the  Society 
be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following  clause  to  section  5: 

"If  on  account  of  epidemic  or  other  emergency  it  is  found  impracticable 
to  hold  the  annual  meeting  on  the  date  fixed,  the  executive  committee  may 
fix  a  later  date."

If  on  account  of  emergency  it  is  found  impracticable  to  hold  the  an- 
nual meeting  on  the  date  fixed,  the  executive  committee  may  fix  a  later 
date. 

Mr.  Harrison  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  as  amended. 
His  motion  being  duly  seconded,  the  report  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

President  McNeal  then  called  for  the  report  of  the  committee 
having  under  consideration  an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
of  the  Society  relative  to  the  change  in  date  of  expiration  of 
the  terms  of  ofRce  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer.   Mrs.  W.  A. 
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JoliMston,  cluiirman  of  the  corninitlce,  not  hciin^  i>re.s('iit,  Secre- 
tary Connelley  read  the  report:

Your  committee  on  the  matter  of  chan^^'iii^^  the  (hite  of  the  expiration 
of  terms  of  the  secretary  and  tieasurer  of  the  Society  bej^  leave  to  re- 
port that  they  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  do  recom- 
mend that  the  terms  of  these  officers  hereafter  expire  with  the  fiscal 
year,  June  'AO,  instead  of  with  the  annual  meeting,  and  that  the  con- 
stitution of  the  Society  be  amended  accordingly.

Some  little  discussion  followed  the  reading  of  the  report, 
and  President  McNeal  stated  that  it  was  entirely  at  the  request 
of  the  auditor  of  state  that  this  change  should  be  considered ; 
that  in  some  way  it  simplified  the  accounts  of  that  office.  He 
further  stated  that  it  was  in  a  spirit  of  compliance  with  the 
wishes  of  the  state  auditor  that  the  committee  had  been  named 
and  had  submitted  the  report. 

Mr.  Kagey  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr.  Morehouse,  and  on  being  put  to  a  vote 
prevailed. 

Mr.  George  P.  Morehouse  was  asked  for  his  report  as  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  archaeology.  He  asked  for  time  in 
which  to  make  a  brief  announcement  before  reading  his  report. 

Ho  then  rapidly  sketched  his  correspondence  with  a  son  of 
Thaddeus  Hyatt,  once  so  prominent  in  affairs  in  Kansas.  He 
said  that  Mr.  Hyatt  had  promised  a  portrait  of  his  father  to 
the  Historical  Society,  that  he  had  already  commissioned  an 
artist  to  paint  it,  and  that  probably  there  would  be  further 
valuable  letters  and  statements  which  the  son  would  add  to  the 
collection  of  Hyatt  papers  already  in  the  possession  of  the 
Society. 

Mr.  Morehouse  then  proceeded  with  his  report,  which  fol- 
lo^'S  :  October  19,  1920. 

Members  of  the  Society — The  archaBological  part  of  our  Society  dur- 
ing the  past  year  has  been  the  recipient  of  quite  a  number  of  donations 
which  add  materially  to  the  value  of  our  growing*  collection,  while  several 
of  the  members  of  our  committee  have  made  considerable  research  and 
investigation  into  the  interesting  ancient  life  of  early  mankind  within 
our  Kansas  domain. 

We  still  depend  upon  voluntary  aid  and  gifts  along  this  line;  yet  if 
all  of  our  friends  will  help  a  little  and  be  on  the  lookout  for  new  fields 
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for  explorations  and  collcclions  of  relics  which  rnay  Ije  secured,  our  de- 
partment will  Kiovv  into  one  of  the  finest  ctjlicctions  in  the  United  States. 
We  should  have  a  fund  of  money  with  winch  to  piocure  suitable  cases  for 
the  propel-  display  of  all  of  oui*  archieolo^ical  matter  and  keep  it  in  one 
room,  or  set  ajiarL  a  section,  and  not  have  it  inixtMl  and  scattei'ed  with 
modern  relics. 

There  are  many  unexplored  sites,  and  those  otdy  partially  exploied, 
of  prehistoric  Indian  towns,  which  our  Society  should  thoroughly  ex- 
amine and  from  which  priceless  specimens  of  ancient  Kansas  life  could 
be  found,  if  we  only  had  the  means.  There  are  several  lui-irc  and  well- 
arranged  private  collections  in  our  state  which  should  never  he  pei- 
mitted  to  depart  from  Kansas  ownership,  although  eastern  museums  and 
larg-e  collectors  outside  of  our  state  aie  tryin^j:  to  j^et  them. 

This  matter  has  been  presented  to  the  Society  several  times  before, 
and  the  people  are  just  be^innin^?  to  awaken  to  the  importance  of  the 
matter.  Now  that  the  World  War  with  its  following  detractions  is  get- 
ting into  the  background,  our  Society,  our  members  and  our  friends  will 
have  more  time  for  the  consideration  of  such  things, 

THE  EDWARD  T.  FAY  COLLECTION. 

Among  the  devoted  and  painstaking  friends  of  our  Society,  and  a  stu- 
dent of  the  archa3ology  of  Kansas,  is  Mr.  Edward  T.  Fay,  of  Harris, 
Anderson  county,  Kansas.  Mr.  Fay  is  also  a  poet  and  writer  of  some 
■note  and  has  made  a  study  of  ancient  things  in  his  part  of  the  state. 

During  the  years  he  has  picked  up  numerous  relics  from  ancient  In- 
dian village  sites  in  his  county.  Many  of  these  he  personally  found  by 
individual  exploration,  while  others  he  has  purchased  from  the  finder. 

He  has  always  been  careful  to  mark  these  relics  with  the  place  found, 
which  makes  them  the  more  valuable.  During  the  past  year  Mr.  Fay 
has  presented  to  our  Society  this  collection  of  relics,  and  thus  done  us 
a  material  service  by  giving  us  the  result  of  his  personal  labors  and 
also  that  which  has  cost  him  considerable  nioney. 

These  relics  wore  found,  for  the  most  part,  at  the  sites  of  two  or 
three  prehistoric  Indian  towns  in  Anderson  county — one  about  a  mile 
southeast  of  Garnett,  on  the  Enlo  farm  on  the  south  fork  of  the  Potta- 
watomie river,  and  the  other  along  Cedar  creek.  Some  specimens  come 
from  Sugar  creek,  in  the  same  county.  Among  the  collections  are  the 
following  specimens: 

From  the  village  site  on  the  south  fork  of  the  Pottaw^atomie  river 
near  Garnett: 

Seven  flint  hatchets. 

Seventy  flint  spear  and  arrow  points,  knives  and  serapers. 

One  line  hematite  paint  stone. 

Fragments  of  pottery  of  very  ancient  type. 

Nuniei-ous  flint  spalls  and  fragments,  the  refnse  of  an  ancient  workshop. 
Rnlibiii^  stones,  sliarpenei's  and  war  clnbs  of  crnde  and  vei'y  old  type. 

From  the  village  sites  along  Cedar  creek  on  Cubit  farm,  about  three 
miles  west  of  Garnett: 

Fifty  speais,  di'ills,  arrow  heads  and  other  flint  artifacts. 
Eight  war-club  heads,  flint  hatchets  or  tomahawks. 
Fragments  of  ancient  pottery. 
One  sandstone  pipe. 
One  cutlinite  pipe.

Withal,  the  collection  donated  by  Mr.  Fay  is  a  valuable  one  and  il- 
lustrates the  types  of  the  warlike  and  peaceful  artifacts  used  by  the  pre- 
historic inhabitants  of  Old  Kansas.  Mr.  Fay  knows  of  other  similar 
collections  in  the  state  and  is  tryin^^  to  secure  them  for  our  j^rowin^ 
collections. 

Mr.  John  Arthur,  of  Topeka,  Kan.,  one  of  our  members,  who  is  build- 
ino-  up  one  of  the  finest  private  collections  of  stone  and  flint  artifacts, 
has  during  the  past  year  found  hundreds  of  additional  specimens  at 
those  village  sites  near  Diamond  Springs,  Kan.  Of  these  villa^2,-es  and  his 
work  there  in  findin^^^  so  many  relics  I  made  extended  notice  in  the  re- 
port of  1917;  but  as  Mr.  Arthur  g'oes  down  there  twice  a  year  or  so,  since 
then  he  has  secured  myriads  of  additional  specimens. 

Mr.  Otto  J.  Wullschleger,  of  Frankfort,  Marshall  county,  Kansas, 
whose  extensive  collections  g-iven  oui-  department  last  year  were  sO  fully 
described  in  our  last  year's  report,  has  made  numerous  additions  to  what 
he  had  already  given.  Mr.  Wullschleger  is  a  very  public-spirited  young 
man,  and  the  Historical  Society  is  indebted  to  him  for  the  largest  and 
finest  single  archaeological  collection  of  relics  that  it  possesses. 

The  value  of  this  collection  is  that  it  all  came  from  the  same  locality 
and  contains  about  every  type  of  warlike  and  agricultural  and  domestic 
stone  and  Hint  artifact  used  by  ancient  man  during  that  far-distant 
pei-iod  of  the  stone  age  in  what  is  now  Kansas. 

A  neighbor  of  Mr.  Wullschleger,  Mr.  Lorne  Dexter,  of  Marshall  county, 
has  recently  added  to  this  collection  some  large  stone  mauls  and  rubbing 
stones  and  a  mortar  pestle.  They  come  from  the  northeast  quarter  of 
section  22,  township  3,  range  8,  in  Center  township,  Marshall  county. 

Among  the  additions  to  his  former  collection,  Mr.  Wullschleger  sent 
down  this  summer  a  bushel  basket  of  good  specimens,  including  a  fine, 
large  metate  or  mealing  stone,  grooved  granite  hammer,  stone  war-club 
head  with  natural  eye  for  handle,  a  stone  anvil  rock  with  round  hole  in 
same,  grooved  sharpening  stone,  numerous  flint  and  stone  war-club  heads, 
hatchets,  hammer  and  rubbing  stones,  two  bags  of  workshop  fragments, 
and,  numerous  other  artifacts  such  as  proves  that  place  to  have  been 
the  habitat  of  early  mankind  during  a  long  and  permanent  period  of 
time. 
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TIIK  LINCOLN   COUNTY  I  NSCIil  I'TION  TAULKT  lODNlJ   NKAK  JitlVKlCLY 
HY  Ml{,   M.  HICIANK. 

Recently  our  Society  has  been  j^:iveii  that  which  is  i)iohahly  the  best- 
preserved  and  ohlest  aixdueolo^ical  relic  and  insci  ihcd  iccord  rock  irj  the 
West.  It  was  found  by  Mr.  M.  liriand,  of  Beverly,  Lincoln  county,  Kan- 
sas, and  well  desei  ves  more  than  passing-  notice. 

The  tablet  is  of  red  sandstone,  about  twelve  inches  lon^^,  nine  inches 
wide  and  two  inches  thick.  On  one  side  is  a  smoothed  and  sunken  area 
about  six  inches  by  four  inches  in  size,  with  a  clean-cut  beveled  edj^e,  and 
sunken  into  the  stone  about  half  an  inch. 

This  smooth  surface  is  covered  with  neatly  cut  and  veiy  [)lain  in- 
scriptions of  odd  and  su^^estive  kind.  These  characters  or  hieroglyphics 
are  well  shaped  and  run  alon^  re^'ular  lines  and  with  a  definite  purpose  in 
view,  it  being-  perfectly  evident  that  the  person  makinj?  them  had  made 
similar  characters  before  and  knew  what  he  wanted  to  write.  They  are 
cut  into  the  sandstone  about  one  sixteenth  of  an  inch  deej)  and  would  Ije 
pej-fectly  le{j:ible  to  one  having  a  key  to  this  ancient  written  language. 

Some  of  these  letter  s  or  characters  are  crescents  and  curves  of  different 
slants;  triangular  and  spear  points;  perfect  S(|uares,  some  with  a  single 
dot  in  center;  figure  8's  with  open  top;  upright  and  slanting  I's; 
circles,  sun  and  moon  signs;  boat  or  ship  signs,  with  mast  and  sail;  and 
other  devices,  some  of  which  may  be  ornamental.  At  the  bottom  theie 
is  a  line  which  seems  to  be  intended  for  a  date  or  chronological  number, 
as  follows:  I,  III,  II,  11.  In  all  there  are  about  forty  characters  on  the 
tablet. 

These  inscriptions  would  have  been  obliterated  in  a  few  years'  erosion, 
by  heat  and  cold,  wind  and  weather,  had  the  tablet  been  exposed  above- 
ground  to  the  elements;  but  it  was  preserved  in  a  most  secure  manner. 
This  was  fortunate,  for  the  sandstone  of  the  tablet  is  very  eld  and  soft. 

Mr.  Briand,  the  discoverer  of  the  tablet,  in  clearing  up  a  field  had 
occasion  to  remove  a  large  rock,  eight  feet  long  and  four  feet  wide,  par- 
tially imbetldcd  in  the  eai'th.  Under  this  large  coveiing  and  i)rotecting 
rock  the  inscription  tablet  was  found,  well  preserved  and  hidden  away 
where  it  had  lain  undisturbed  for  ages.  There  is  no  question  but  that  it 
is  of  great  age,  and  was  carefully  inscribed  and  deposited  with  some  defi- 
nite object  in  view,  either  as  a  notice  or  communication  to  others  or  as  a 
record  of  some  journey  or  expedition.  This  is  evident  from  the  boat  or 
ship  character  with  the  mast  and  sail. 

We  have  had  the  tablet  photographed,  and  some  noted  experts  upon 
hieroglyphics  and  ancient  inscriptions  are  working  upon  it.  It  is  not 
of  Aztec  character  or  anything  from  the  Southwest  or  cliff-dweller  type, 
and  it  is  not  similar  to  anything  of  Indian  writing.  Possibly  it  is  some 
notice  or  record  of  an  extended  water  and  land  journey  from  the  far 
East  or  Northeast,  with  reference  to  ocean  travel,  etc.  Whatever  it  is, 
it  surely  harks  back  to  ages  of  long  ago  and  is  an  interesting  study  as 
a  relic  of  rare  import. 

It  is  known  that  some  of  the  first  modern  settlers  of  Lincoln  county 
discovered  certain  stone  caves,  in  which  were  found  human  skulls  and 
also  some  rock  inscriptions.    I  do  not  know  the  nature  of  the  inscriptions 
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or  the  type  of  the  eiariia;  hut  these  ancient  lelics  arul  reccjids  found 
there  set  us  to  thinkinj^  and  to  assume  that  that  county  was  once  the 
luihitat  of  prehistoric  people,  or  at  least  on  a  highway  over  which  they 
traveled. 

TWO  CALIFORNIA  MIJSKIJMS. 

The  chairman  of  youi*  committee  during-  the  summer  has  visited  a 
numher  of  the  ^reat  museums  of  the  Pacific  coast,  where  the  archa.*o- 
logical  collections  of  ('alifornia  and  the  Southwest  are  very  complete. 
We  find  that  they  pay  moi-e  attention  to  such  things  than  we  do  here  in 
our  Central  Western  states,  and  from  them  we  can  learn  many  lessons. 

Two  of  these  collections  are  so  extensive  and  so  perfectly  situated 
in  the  city  of  Los  Ang-eles,  Cal.,  that  they  are  worthy  of  some  sjx-cial 
notice  by  our  Society. 

Los  Angeles  and  that  vicinity  has  spent  many  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  in  providing-  suitable  surroundings  for  the  Museum  of  History, 
Science  and  Art  at  the  Exposition  Park  and  for  the  great  collections  of 
the  Southwestern  Museum  and  the  Munk  Library  of  Ai-izoniana. 

In  the  great  museum  building  at  Exposition  Park,  along  with  their 
vast  collection  of  the  artifacts  of  early  man,  they  have  an  entire  hall 
filled  with  mounted  specimens  of  Pleistocene  fossils  from  the  asphalt 
pits  at  Rancho  La  Brea,  a  few  miles  west  of  the  city.  This  is  the  largest 
and  richest  collecti<:)n  of  like  material  in  the  world,  and  is  worth  going 
aci'oss  a  continent  to  see. 

Away  back  prior  to  the  supposed  age  of  man,  from  a  quarter  to  a 
half  a  million  of  years  ago,  these  curious  funnel-shaped  ])its  of  tar 
asphalt  became  the  effective  traps  in  which  were  caught,  for  our  present- 
day  examination,  thousands  of  specimens  of  the  beasts  and  birds  and 
every  living  thing  of  that  distant  day.  Here  their  bones,  soaked  in  oil, 
after  the  flesh  had  disintegrated,  have  been  preserved  and  handed  down 
for  our  inspection  as  perfect  specimens  of  the  framework  of  the  animal 
life  of  those  ancient  times.  Many  of  them  have  been  mounted  and 
furnish  far  more  exact  specimens  than  similar  fossils  only  partially  pre- 
served in  the  earth  and  stone  stratas. 

Here  stand  before  us  the  perfect  skeletons  of  the  great  mastodons 
and  the  much  larger  imperial  elephant,  the  greatest  of  all  land  mam- 
mals, standing  fifteen  feet  high  and  with  tusks  as  large  as  a  stovepipe. 

We  can  examine  the  size  and  shape  of  many  huge  animals  which  have 
been  extinct  for  ages  on  this  continent,  but  which  once  must  have  roamed 
around  in  great  herds,  when  they  stumbled  into  these  peculiar  pre- 
servative pots  and  were  handed  down  for  our  study  and  wonderment. 
Here  are  camels;  monstrous,  wide  fronter  bison  with  tips  of  horns  five 
or  six  feet  apart,  and  nothing  like  our  modern  buffalo;  types  of  the 
great  wolf,  much  larger  than  any  known  species;  peculiar  bears,  and 
the  giant  ground  sloth,  lions,  deer,  elk,  antelope,  and  all  kinds  of  smaller 
animals,  birds  and  reptiles. 

But  I  must  not  forget  the  most  interesting  beast,  now  extinct,  the 
saber-tooth  "tiger,"  which  was  a  huge  cat-like  animal  with  highly  de- 
veloped upper  canine  teeth,  flattened  and  serrulated  on  front  and  back 
edges,  and  which  protruded  downward  out  of  the  mouth  six  or  eight 
inches  like  knife-blade  tusks.  Their  springing  power  would  enable  them 
to  leap  upon  the  back  of  the  largest  quadruped,  as  the  mastodon  and 
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imperial  elephant;  and  vvilh  Uieir  lon^c,  sfiari)  .sal>er  teeth  they  could 
reach  vital  blood  vessels  of  their  victims.  It  is  thou^^ht  they  were  Idood 
drinkers  rather  than  llesh  eaters.  Over  two  thousand  of  these;  odd 
beasts  were  entrapped  in  these  pits,  arid  it  is  [iicsumcd  they  became 
extinct  when  the  lar^e  mastodons  passed  away. 

When  the  mastodons  and  ele[)hants  would  ^et  stuck  in  these  tar  [)its, 
before  sinking"  out  of  si^ht,  all  kinds  of  carnivorcjus  birds  and  beasts 
would  be  attracted  to  the  ^^reat  feast.  These,  (juarrelin^^  over  the  spoils 
while  they  fed,  would  (i^ht;  and  fi^^htin^,  kill  each  other,  and  down 
with  the  mass. 

The  place,  after  swallowing-  them  up,  mii^ht  be  covered  with  dust  and 
sand  and  silt  or  water,  and  after  lonj^-  periods  of  time  would  become  the 
death  trap  to  other  victims.  This  process  went  on  for  hundreds  and 
thousands  of  years,  and  the  pits  thus  became  filled  with  many  more 
skeletons  than  the  same  number  of  animals  in  the  flesh  could  have  found 
room  for  burial.  A  perfect  skeleton  of  a  man  was  found  in  one  of  the 
small  pits»  well  preserved,  but  it  was  associated  with  the  remains  of 
mammals  of  a  later  period.  Withal  it  is  a  wonderful  exhibit  of  the  pre- 
historic animal  life  of  that  region,  and  far  more  extensive  and  available 
for  study  than  the  specimens  of  great  animals  found  partially  preserved 
in  the  shales  and  stratas  of  Kansas  and  Nebraska. 

The  Southwestern  Museum  is  another  unique  institution  of  Southern 
California  and  is  located  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city.  Here  we  find 
rare  and  extensive  exhibits  of  the  ancient  life  of  California,  Arizona  and 
the  Great  Southwest.  It  also  contains  that  wonderful  library  jj^athered 
by  a  former  Kansan  and  resident  of  Topeka,  Joseph  A.  Munk,  M.  D. 

This  library  is  known  as  the  Munk  Library  of  Arizoniana,  and  em- 
braces some  15,000  volumes  and  manuscripts,  with  many  maps  and  pic- 
tures. It  treats  especially  of  the  state  of  Arizona  and  vicinity  and  con- 
tains all  books  which  in  any  way  concern  that  region.  Several  Kansas 
authors  seem  to  be  represented,  and  it  keeps  up  the  set  of  the  Kansas 
Historical  Collections. 

Doctor  Munk  spent  thirty  years  and  many  thousands  of  dollars  in 
getting*  this  library  together,  and  then  gave  it  to  the  Southwestern 
Museum. 

It  is  located  in  the  great  tower  of  the  building,  which,  from  the  top 
of  the  hill,  overlooks  quite  a  part  of  the  city.  It  is  a  splendid  example 
of  what  the  painstaking  labor  of  one  man  can  accomplish  for  a  state  he 
loves  and  in  which  he  lived  for  some  years,  for  his  method  preserves  all 
phases  of  its  ancient  life  and  also  its  modern  history. 

Doctor  Munk  presented  our  Society  with  a  copy  of  a  bound  volume  of 
bibliography  of  this  Arizoniana,  which  contains  a  description  of  each 
item  in  this  great  collection. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Geo.  p.  Morehouse, 
Chairman  Committee  on  Ardia^ology. 

Mr.  Morehouse  passed  about  various  archaeological  objects 
for  inspection ;  notably,  the  Lincoln  county  tablet.  Much  in- 
terest was  manifested  and  some  discussion  had. 
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At  tho  close  of  the  archueolo^ical  report  President  McNeal 
called  Mr.  Cory  to  the  chair.  Mr.  Cory  asked  the  pleasure  of 
the  members  of  the  Society  on  the  report  of  Mi".  Morelujuse, 
and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Coburn  it  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Theodore  Gardner  then  gave  an  interesting?  account  of 
his  experiences  as  a  clerk  to  George  A.  Reynolds,  agent  for 
the  Seminole  Indians,  in  the  Indian  territory  in  18GG.  He  told 
of  a  reunion  of  the  Northern  and  Southern  Seminoles  in  March, 
1867,  which  he  witnessed,  being  the  only  white  man  present. 
During  tlie  War  of  the  Rebellion  the  Seminole  Indians  were 
divided  on  the  (luestion  of  slavery,  and  those  in  sympathy  with 
that  institution  went  South  to  throw  in  their  influence  with 
the  Confederacy.  This  reunion  of  March,  18()7,  was  the  occa- 
sion of  the  return  of  these  Indians  to  the  reservation.  The 
ceremony  had  was  an  interesting  one.  The  Northern  Seminoles 
formed  in  a  long  line,  past  which  the  Southern  Seminoles  liled, 
shaking  hands  with  each  individual.  That  finished,  a  great 
circle  was  formed  and  the  peace  pipe  was  smoked,  passing  from 
one  to  another  until  every  Indian  seated  in  the  circle  had  drawn 
on  the  pipe.  A  pipe-hatchet — tomahawk — was  then  solemnly 
buried  in  a  hole  dug  in  the  center  of  the  circle. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  account  Secretary  Connelley  asked 
Mr.  Gardner  to  put  the  incident  in  writing  so  that  a  permanent 
record  could  be  placed  on  file.  It  was  an  interesting  experience 
and  one  that  should  not  be  lost. 

Mr.  Cory  announced  that  he  had  a  gift  for  the  Society,  but 
that  it  was  not  quite  complete  and  that  he  wished  to  take  it 
home  with  him  to  finish  it,  when  he  w^ould  send  it  to  Secretary 
Connelley.  The  gift  was  a  large  album,  bound  in  red  morocco 
and  specially  made  for  Mr.  Cory.  It  would  contain,  when 
finished,  a  photograph  and  a  brief  biographical  sketch  of  each 
commissioned  officer  from  Bourbon  county  who  served  in  the 
World  War. 

This  gift  is  an  invaluable  one  now,  and  as  the  years  pass  its 
value  and  interest  will  increase.  Mr.  Cory  has  put  an  unlimited 
amount  of  time  into  the  building  up  of  the  album,  and  the 
Society  as  well  as  future  historians  will  rest  his  debtor. 

Mrs.  H.  0.  Garvey  made  a  few  remarks  on  the  value  of  his- 
tory, the  collection  of  unwritten  history,  and  called  attention 
to  historical  work  being  done  by  the  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  Society,  a  motion 
to  adjourn  prevailed.

Meetin^j^  of  the  TJoard  of  Directors. 

Immodiately  upon  the  adjournment  of  the  annual  meeting? 
of  the  Historical  Society  the  board  of  directors  convened  and 
proceeded  to  the  election  of  life,  annual  and  honorary  mem- 
bers of  the  Society. 

The  following  names  were  presented  by  Secretary  Connelley 
for  life  membership  in  the  Society,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  More- 
house, seconded  by  Mr.  Thatcher,  were  declared  elected:

The  following  persons  were  duly  elected  annual  members  of 
the  Society,  on  motion  of  J.  N.  Harrison,  seconded  by  F.  D. 
Coburn :

Mrs.  Eva  L.  Mathews,  Lawrence ;  Daniel  Smerchek,  Cleburne ; 
Mrs.  Zetta  Meeker,  Chanute. 

Secretary  Connelley  then  presented  the  name  of  Mr.  Mark 
E.  Zimmerman  for  honorary  membership.  He  spoke  of  the 
research  Mr.  Zimmerman  was  making  into  archaeology  and 
Indian  history,  and  said  he  felt  it  was  a  courtesy  due  Mr.  Zim- 
merman. Mr.  Morehouse  made  some  remarks  in  favor  of  Mr. 
Zimmerman  and  moved  his  election.  Mr.  Tucker  seconded  the 
m(>ti(>ii,  and  ]\lr.  Zimmerman  was  unanimously  elected  an  hon- 
oriiry  member  of  the  Historical  Society. 

Secretary  Connelley  presented  the  name  of  Mrs.  Charles  S. 
Gleed  for  honorary  membership.  He  said  this  was  following 
a  resolution  acted  upon  by  the  Society  some  years  previously, 
that  widows  of  deceased  presidents  of  the  Society  should  be 
placed  on  the  honorary  membership  list.  Mr.  Tucker  moved 
the  election  of  Mrs.  Gleed  and  the  motion  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

The  board  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  officers  sub- 
mitted at  the  morning  meeting  of  the  board.  The  report  of 
the  committee  on  nominations  for  officers  was  read  again. 
Doctor  Bumgardner  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and 
the  secretary  be  directed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  board  of  di- 
rectors for  the  officers  named  in  the  report.    Mr.  Gardner 
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seconded  the  motion,  which  was  ado[)ted,  and  the  secretary 
cast  the  vote  of  the  board  tor  officers,  as  follows :

Whereupon  these  officers  were  declared  elected. 

The  election  was  followed  by  remarks  on  j^eneral  historical 
matters  made  by  Judge  Huron  and  Mr.  Cory. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  board 
at  this  time,  the  chairman  asked  for  a  motion  to  adjourn.  ?Ie 
called  the  attention  of  the  board  to  the  evening  meeting  of  the 
Society  to  be  held  at  8  o'clock  in  Memorial  Hall,  when  the 
principal  speaker  would  be  a  famous  Lincoln  scholar,  Mr.  Jesse 
W.  Weik,  of  Greencastle,  Ind. 

The  board  of  directors  then  adjourned  to  meet  on  call  of  the 
secretary.

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DAVID  0.  CRANE. 

David  O.  Crane,  a  life  member  of  the  State  Historical  Society,  died 
May  3,  1918.  Mr.  Crane  was  born  at  Easton,  Pa.,  February  12,  1H42, 
and  was  the  son  of  Franklin  L.  and  Maiy  ElizalK'th  (Howell)  Crane. 
He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Pennsylvania  and  attended 
school  for  a  year  at  Dobbs  I^'ei-ry,  N.  Y. 

In  IS.SS  M)'.  Crane  came  to  Toi)eka.  After  attendinjc  school  for  one 
year  here,  he  learned  the  printer's  trade  under  J.  F.  Cummin^s,  of  the 
Topeka  Tribune.  In  May,  18(31,  he  enlisted  for  three  months'  service  as 
a  musician  with  company  A,  Second  re<?iment,  Kansas  volunteer  infantry, 
which  was  mustered  into  the  United  States  service  at  Kansas  City,  Mo., 
June  20.  In  October  he  was  honorably  dischar^-ed,  and  reenlisted  in 
March,  1862,  in  company  A,  Fifth  regiment,  Kansas  volunteer  cavalry. 
He  was  later  transferred  to  company  H,  and  after  faithful  service  was 
honorably  discharged,  July  19,  18()5.  Mr.  Crane  then  returned  to  To- 
peka and  had  charge  of  the  Topeka  cemetery  from  18(58  until  1871,  under 
the  direction  of  his  father.  In  the  spring  of  1871  he  moved  to  Osage 
City,  where  he  resided  until  the  death  of  his  father  in  1884.  Since 
that  time  he  lived  in  Topeka,  and  had  charge  of  the  Topeka  cemetery 
until  1915,  when  he  retired  from  active  work. 

Mr.  Crane  was  a  thirty-second  degree  Mason  and  also  a  member  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  the  Ancient 
Order  of  United  Workmen,  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  America,  the  Fra- 
ternal Aid  Society,  and  of  the  Lincoln  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic. 

On  March  3,  18(i9,  INIr.  Crane  married  Miss  Anna  S.  Kay,  of  Topeka. 
They  were  the  parents  of  four  children. 


CALEB  J.  HARVEY. 

Caleb  J.  Harvey,  a  member  of  this  Society,  passed  from  among  us 
August  7,  1918.  He  was  eighty-five  years  of  age,  having  been  born 
November  7,  1832,  near  Wilmington,  Ohio,  a  son  of  Isaac  and  Sarah 
Harvey. 

His  youth  was  passed  in  his  native  state,  and  there  he  received  his 
education.  In  1857  he  came  to  Kansas,  going  to  the  Friends'  Shawnee 
Mission,  where  he  was  engaged  as  a  teacher.  He  remained  there  some 
eighteen  months,  and  during  that  time  he  went  over  into  Wabaunsee 
county  to  the  Dragoon  creek  settlement  and  bought  a  claim  of  Jehu 
Madden.    There  were  families  from  Ohio  in  this  settlement,  and  the 
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townsliij),  and  later  Iho  villa^^^e  of  Wiliriin^^to;i,  were  iiarned  for  Wilminj^- 
Um,  Ohio.  Here  also  had  settled  Henry  Harvey,  who  had  lonj^  been  asso- 
ciated with  the  Shawnee  Indians  in  Ohio,  and  with  the  Friends'  Mission 
in  what  is  now  Johnson  county. 

("laleh  Harvey  was  married  at  Center  church,  near  Wilrnint^^ton,  Ohio, 
to  Rebecca  Jefforis,  on  September  10,  1855.  She  came  with  him  to  the 
Friends'  Mission,  where  she  helped  to  teach  and  care  for  the  Shawnee 
childien.  In  1858  they  returned  to  Ohio,  remaininj^  there  until  the  fall 
of  1805,  when  they  came  back  to  Kansas  to  settle  on  their  land  in 
Wabaunsee  county.  They  arrived  on  Draj^oon  creek  in  December.  In 
1870  Caleb  Harvey  was  appointed  postmaster  of  the  Harveyville  settle- 
ment, keepin^j:  the  post  office  in  his  house.  He  held  the  office  until  1880, 
when  he  resigned,  and  the  post  office  was  moved  to  the  new  town  site  of 
Harveyville. 

His  widow  and  four  children  survive  him — Mrs.  Rebecca  Harvey, 
Charles,  Jerry  and  Isaac,  and  Mrs.  Bessie  Harvey  McMillan. 


JOHN  PAINE  CONE. 

John  Paine  Cone,  a  member  of  the  Historical  Society,  died  August 
IC,  1918,  at  Larned,  Kan.  He  was  born  in  183G  in  Columbia,  Coos 
county,  New  Hampshire,  and  was  the  youngest  of  a  larg-e  family.  His 
parents  died  when  he  was  but  a  lad,  and  he  lived  with  different  relatives 
until  he  reached  his  majority.  He  received  his  education  in  the  com- 
mon schools  and  at  Haverhill  Academy,  and  served  an  apprenticeship  to 
the  printer's  trade. 

In  1857  he  came  west  with  a  party  sent  out  by  the  New  England 
Emigrant  Aid  Company,  settling  at  Sumner,  where  two  of  his  brothers 
had  preceded  him  and  had  founded  the  Sumner  Gazette.  Here  he  lived, 
working  on  the  paper,  until  it  became  evident  that  Sumner  had  no  future 
as  a  live  town,  l-'rom  there  he  went  to  Marysville  to  run  the  Big  Blue 
Utiio)i,  a  newspaper  which  had  been  purchased  by  a  Union  man.  There 
was  strong  proslavery  sentiment  in  Marysville  and  he  was  bitterly  op- 
posed and  threatened.  He  remained  there,  however,  until  the  latter  part 
of  1863,  when  in  November  he  established  the  Courier  at  Seneca,  and 
continued  as  its  owner  until  1872.  For  this  paper  he  used  the  old  Sumner 
Gazette  equipment. 

The  only  military  experience  which  Mr.  Cone  had  was  in  going  with 
a  body  of  local  forces  to  help  repel  the  Price  invasion  in  18(54.  In  1808, 
at  Seneca,  Mr.  Cone  was  married  to  Miss  Amanda  Lappin.  She  died  in 
June,  1910.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cone  lived  in  Seneca  until  1914,  when  they 
moved  to  Lawrence  to  be  near  their  only  son.  Mr.  Cone  was  buried  in 
the  Seneca  cemetery.    He  is  survived  by  his  son,  Ralph  W.  Cone. 


RAYMOND  GARFIELD  TAYLOR. 

On  October  14,  1918,  Prof.  R.  G.  Taylor,  an  annual  member  of  the 
Historical  Society,  died  at  his  home  in  Manhattan.  He  succumbed  to 
pneumonia  following  influenza,  when  that  dread  scourge  was  at  its  height. 
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Mr.  Taylor  was  thirty-seven  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  is 
survived  hy  his  wife,  his  mother  and  his  four  sisters,  lie  was  huiied  at 
Fort  Scott. 

Professor  Tayloi's  schola ishi f)  was  of  hit^h  oider.  lie  had  come  to  he 
a  reco^-nized  authority  on  industrial  history,  and  as  associate  professor 
of  history  and  civics  in  the  State  Agricultural  College  he  won  an  envi- 
ahle  reputation  as  a  teacher,  his  human  sympathy,  as  well  as  his  ex- 
ceptional ability,  making-  for  his  success.  Mr.  Taylor  was  j^raduated 
from  Kansas  Univei'sity  in  11)07,  and  afterward  did  post-graduate  work  at 
Chica^'o  University,  Yale  and  Harvard.  He  was  an  active  member  of  the 
American  Historical  Association  and  the  Mississippi  Valley  Historical 
Society,  as  well  as  of  our  own  Kansas  Historical  Society. 


ALBERT  ALONZO  ROBINSON. 

A  life  member  of  our  Society,  A.  A.  Robinson,  was  taken  from  among 
us  November  7,  1918.  Mr.  Robinson  had  been  ill  for  some  months;  there- 
fore his  death  was  not  unexpected. 

In  his  day  he  was  one  of  the  best-known  railroad  men  of  the  West. 
He  became  connected  with  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  railway  in 
1871  as  assistant  engineer  in  charge  of  location  and  construction,  and 
continued  with  the  company  until,  as  second  vice  president  and  general 
manager,  he  resigned  in  1803.  That  year  he  went  to  the  Mexican  Central 
Railroad  Company,  becoming  its  president.  He  remained  with  the  road 
until  1906,  when  he  resigned  and  returned  to  Topeka. 

A.  A.  Robinson  was  born  in  South  Reading,  Vt.,  October  21,  1844,  the 
son  of  Ebenezer  Robinson,  jr.,  and  Adaline  (Williams)  Robinson.  In 
1848  his  father  died,  leaving  a  widow  with  four  children.  In  1853  Mrs. 
Robinson  married  Alba  Childs  and  the  family  moved  to  Wisconsin,  and 
there  young  Robinson  received  his  preparatory  education.  He  later  en- 
terotl  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  18G9. 
Mr.  Robinson  gained  his  education  by  his  own  etforts,  and  while  a  student 
in  the  University  of  Michigan  worked  as  an  assistant  in  making  the 
United  States  lake  surveys. 

In  1869  Mr.  Robinson  married  Julia  Caroline  Burdick,  of  Edgerton, 
Wis.  She  died  in  August,  1881,  leaving  a  daughter,  Metta.  September  2, 
1885,  Mr.  Robinson  married  Mrs.  Frances  Williams,  a  sister  of  his  de- 
ceased wife,  and  she,  with  the  daughter,  Mrs.  Metta  Robinson  Jones,  sur- 
vives him.  Mr.  Robinson  was  a  great  engineer  and  a  great  executive. 
He  was  an  untiring  worker  and  possessed  a  curious  capacity  for  reading 
character.  It  was  said  of  him  that  his  judgment  of  men  and  affairs  was 
well-nigh  infallible.  He  was  gentle,  modest,  and  kind,  and  all  good  wor'  ^ 
had  his  ready  help. 


GEORGE  MARSHALL  CRAWFORD. 

George  Marshall  Crawford,  a  life  member  of  this  Society,  died  Decem- 
ber 9,  1918.  He  was  an  only  son  of  the  late  Gov.  S.  J.  Crawford,  who  is 
affectionately  remembered  by  many  members  of  the  Historical  Society.

(ieor^e  ('lawroi-d  was  born  in  Kmporia,  July  H),  where  (Governor 

and  Mrs.  Crawford  had  moved  in  IHC>'J.    In  they  returned  to  IVjpeka, 

and  from  that  time  until  his  death  (ieor^e  (.'rawford  has  ijecn  a  resident 
of  this  city. 

He  was  educated  in  the  Topeica  j<rade  schools  and  Washburn  Academy, 
later  entei-in^-  Yale,  froni  which  university  he  was  j^raduated  in  1H*J4. 
Upon  his  return  home  he  took  up  newsjiaper  work,  and  for  some  three 
years  was  a  reporter  on  the  Topeka  Ddilif  Capital.  In  1897  he  became 
manager  of  the  Mail  Printing  House,  in  which  business  he  was  a  pai  tner, 
and  on  May  1,  1918,  he  assumed  charge  of  the  Capper  Publications  as 
business  managier.  Mr,  Crawford  was  a  thorou^ii^oinK  busine.ss  man 
and  unremitting:^  in  his  efforts  to  make  successful  those  thin^-s  in  whicA 
he  was  interested. 

Mr.  Crawford  married  November  G,  1805,  Miss  Hortense  Kelly,  a 
daujA'hter  of  Rev.  Bernard  Kelly.  Mrs.  Crawford,  with  two  children, 
George  M.,  jr.,  and  Isabel,  survives  him.  Besides  his  immediate  family, 
he  left  a  mother,  Mrs.  Isabel  Crawford,  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  Florence  Craw- 
ford Capper.  At  the  time  of  Mr.  Crawford's  death,  which  was  the  result 
of  influenza,  his  son  George,  jr.,  was  with  the  American  expeditionary 
forces  in  France,  serving  on  the  staff"  of  Brigadier  General  Berry,  Seven- 
tieth artillery  brigade,  Thirty-fifth  division. 


COLONEL  ABRAM  WENTWORTH  SMITH. 

Colonel  Smith,  a  well-known  though  recent  member  of  our  Society, 
passed  from  among  us  January  2,  1919.  He  was  born  in  Oxford  county, 
Maine,  October  18,  1843,  and  until  he  was  seventeen  years  of  age  lived  in 
his  native  state.  In  October,  1861,  he  enlisted  in  company  B,  Nineteenth 
United  States  infantry,  and  with  that  organization  served  through  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion.  He  was  taken  prisoner  in  September,  1863,  and 
was  confined  in  Libby,  Danville  and  Andersonville  prisons.  In  his  later 
days  he  told  many  interesting  stories  of  his  army  experiences,  and  when 
the  time  came  for  us  to  enter  the  European  war  no  man  displayed  a 
higher  patriotism  than  this  Civil  War  veteran. 

After  being  mustered  out,  June  2,  1865,  young  Smith  followed  the 
cooper's  trade  in  Pennsylvania  for  a  short  time,  leaving  it  to  go  to  Cam- 
bria iron  works.  In  1873  he  came  to  Kansas,  going  almost  directly  to 
McPherson  county,  where  he  bought  land  in  Groveland  township.  At  this 
time  he  had  a  wife  and  two  children,  having  been  married  in  1867  to  Miss 
Virginia  J.  Berlin,  of  Adams  county.  Pa.  "Farmer"  Smith,  as  he  was 
familiarly  known,  was  a  famous  story-teller,  and  of  all  the  interesting 
stories  that  he  told  none  could  quite  compare  with  his  account  of  his 
settlement  in  Kansas  and  grasshopper  year. 

His  first  political  service  in  the  state  was  his  election,  in  1874,  to  the 
legislature.  From  that  time  on  for  many  years  he  w^as  a  man  of  power 
politically,  fearless  and  honest.  He  was  a  great  speech  maker,  having, 
besides  other  qualifications,  that  first  requisite — a  remarkable  carrying 
voice.    Colonel  Smith  served  the  state  in  many  capacities.    In  1892  he 
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received  the  Rei)ul)Iicaii  noiuirialion  I'oi'  ^^overiM;!- ;  hut  that  u'a>,  the  year 
the  Populists  and  Democrats  fused  i>i\  a  state  ticket,  and  the  Kejjuhlican 
candidates  were  defeated. 

Colonel  Smith's  death  came  very  sudderdy,  from  heart  failure,  and  he 
passed  away,  as  he  always  wished  to,  without  lon^^  suffering?  and  in  com- 
parative strength.    He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  one  son  and  five  dauK'^ters. 


CHRISTIAN  BERNHARDT. 

In  the  death  of  Christian  Bernhardt,  January  '23,  llil'J,  this  Society 
lost  one  of  its  most  interested  members,  and  Kansas  lost  a  citizen  whose 
passion  for  local  history  amounted  to  almost  a  mania,  flis  gratitude  to 
the  pioneers  of  his  own  county,  Lincoln,  is  expressed  in  a  monument 
erected  to  the  memory  of  early  settlers  massacred  by  the  Indians. 
Through  months  of  laborious  effort  he  collected  data  concerning  the  In- 
dian raids  through  Lincoln  county,  and  wrote  an  interesting  account  of 
that  phase  of  his  county's  history.  This  little  volume  was  published 
some  years  ago.  While  working  on  his  book,  he  collected,  dollar  by  dol- 
lar, the  money  to  erect  the  monument,  that  the  names  of  the  victims 
might  not  be  lost  to  posterity. 

Mr.  Bernhardt  was  born  in  Skibby,  Denmark,  February  17,  1847.  In 
.  18G7  he  came  to  America  and  found  his  way  to  Chicago,  where  he  lived 
for  a  short  time,  working  at  his  trade,  blacksmithing.  Finding  trade 
conditions  very  unsettled  in  Chicago,  he  decided  to  go  elsewhere,  and, 
in  his  own  words,  "I  looked  on  the  map  of  the  United  States  and  noticed 
that  Kansas  was  the  hub,  and  from  my  knowledge  of  wagon  making  I 
knew  the  hub  was  the  principal  part  of  the  wheel,  so  I  determined  to 
come  to  Kansas  and  be  a  part  of  the  hub  myself." 

In  September,  1869,  he  settled  in  Junction  City,  remaining  there  until 
1875,  when  he  moved  to  Lincoln  county  and  took  up  a  homestead  in  what 
is  now  known  as  the  Denmark  community.  Wiiile  living  in  Junction  City 
Mr.  Bernhardt  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  J.  Peterson,  November  11, 
1873.  They  were  the  parents  of  seven  children,  six  of  whom,  with  Mrs. 
Bernhardt,  survive  him.  At  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Bernhardt  was 
with  a  daughter  near  Tescott,  but  he  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  at 
Lincoln. 


MRS.  JANE  A.  CARTER. 

Mrs.  Jane  A.  Carter,  an  annual  member  of  this  Society,  died  at  her 
home  in  Ingleside,  January  31,  1919.  She  was  eighty-one  years  old,  and 
her  death  was  supposed  to  have  been  caused  by  old  age.  She  was  buried 
at  Lawrence,  in  Oak  Hill  cemetery,  from  the  home  of  her  son,  F.  D. 
Carter. 

We  shall  miss  Mrs.  Carter's  interest  in  our  Society  and  her  frequent 
visits  to  our  library  and  museum.  She  took  pride  in  her  membership  in 
the  Historical .  Society  and  was  a  great  student  of  genealogy,  tracing 
her  ancestry  back  to  the  founders  of  this  country. 
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DANIEL  ROSS  WA(;STA  FF. 

Daniel  Ross  Wa^slafl",  a  lon^^-time  nioiiilicr  of  this  Society,  died  at 
Salina,  Fel)ruary  5,  I'Jll).  He  had  been  in  Tailing  liealth  for  some  time 
and  was  unable  to  be  with  us  at  our  last  annual  nieetinj^ — an  unusual 
thing-  for  him,  for  he  was  one  of  our  most  regular  attendants,  havin^r  the 
work  of  the  Historical  Society  very  closely  at  heart. 

Daniel  R.  Waj^staff  was  born  in  Cambridj4e,  Ohio,  November  2,  184.'^, 
and  there  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools.  When  he  was  about 
eig-hteen  years  of  aj^e  he  went  to  Colorado,  into  Summit  C(junty,  and  for 
a  time  worked  on  a  farm  or  ranch  near  Breckinridj^e.  On  September  2, 
18G2,  youn^  Wa^'-staff  enlisted  in  company  H,  Second  ('olorado  cavalry, 
and  with  this  rej^iment  he  served  throut^h  the  War  of  the  Rebellion.  He 
was  mustered  out  at  P'ort  Riley,  June  19,  18(55,  and  settled  in  Salina  that 
year,  where  his  first  employment  was  with  the  H.  L.  Jones  Mercantile 
Company.  In  18()()  he  was  appointed  shei-itT  of  Saline  county,  serving 
until  1870.  At  the  time  the  land  oflice  was  moved  from  Junction  City  to 
Salina  Mr.  Wagstaff  was  appointed  receiver,  and  remained  in  the  office 
from  Api-il,  1871,  to  July,  187i).  In  the  meantime  he  studied  law  and  was 
admitted  to  practice.  He  held  the  office  of  police  judj^-e  many  times,  hav- 
ing a  long  period  of  service  to  his  credit,  and  he  was  justice  of  the  peace 
from  1905  until  his  death.  Mr.  Wagstaff  was  an  active  Republican  and 
had  been  very  prominent  for  nearly  half  a  century  in  state  and  local 
politics.    He  was  a  Mason  of  high  degree. 

In  Salina  everybody  knew  him  and  called  him  aff"ectionately  "Uncle 
Dan."  The  school  children  tell  wonderful  tales  of  a  fairy  godfather  who 
would  suddenly  appear,  driving  in  from  nowhere  in  particular,  seated  on 
a  load  of  apples,  which  he  distributed  with  a  lavish  hand  to  the  young- 
sters. The  tiny  tots  always  spoke  of  him  as  "the  apple  man."  This 
"apple  treat"  of  Uncle  Dan's  was  a  great  pleasure  to  him,  and  he  in- 
dulged in  it  several  times  during  each  school  year.  He  was  much  in- 
terv'stod  in  baseball,  and  read  the  sporting  page  of  his  newspaper  like  the 
good  fan  that  he  was.  But  he  would  leave  a  baseball  game  for  a  horse 
race  any  time.  In  the  early  days  he  owned  a  string  of  race  horses,  and 
one  of  them,  Theodore  Tilton,  was  never  beaten  on  the  track.  He  was  a 
running  horse  with  a  record. 

Mr.  Wagstaff  was  married  January  1,  1867,  to  Miss  Sarah  Jane  Mor- 
rison, whose  parents  were  early  settlers  in  Salina.  She  died  December  2, 
1906.  Four  children  survive  Mr.  Wagstaff — John  Vv''.,  of  Sapulpa; 
Charles  D.,  Mrs.  Mary  I.  Spillmann  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Anderson,  all  of 
Salina. 


JOHN  WILLIAM  FISHER. 

John  W.  Fisher,  a  long-time  and  most  interested  member  of  our  So- 
ciety, died  June  16,  1919,  at  Topeka.  He  was  born  in  Ohio  in  1851,  son 
of  Rev.  Hugh  Dunn  Fisher  and  Elizabeth  (Acheson)  Fisher.  The  Fisher 
family  came  to  Kansas  in  1858,  establishing  themselves  first  at  Leaven- 
worth. In  1861  they  moved  to  Lawrence,  and  were  living  there  when 
Quantrill  made  his  descent  on  the  town. 
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Mr.  I''isher  was  a  rTieiiibof  of"  the  liisl  class  forrncd  at  Kansas  Uni- 
versity, when  there  was  no  other  huihliiiK"  tlian  the  old  North  (Jolle^j-e. 
This  was  in  1800. 

In  1919  Mr.  Fisher  came  to  Toi)eka  to  live,  and  was  loi-  s<jnne  years 
president  and  manager  of  the  Mount  Auburn  Cemetery  Association.  He 
is  survived  by  his  widow  and  three  children — two  sons,  W.  I).  Kislier,  of 
Sheridan,  Wyo.,  and  Ilu^h  Fisher,  of  Topeka;  and  one  daughter,  Mrs.  I. 
H.  Stearns,  of  Wichita.  Mr.  Fisher  has  presented  the  Historical  Society 
many  interesting"  i-elics  of  early  days  in  Kansas.  A  case  of  Inrlian 
troj)hies  in  our  museum  is  of  special  interest  and  value. 


MRS.  CAROLINE  A.  PLUMB. 

Mrs.  Caroline  A.  Plumb,  widow  of  the  late  Senator  Preston  B.  Plumb, 
died  at  her  home  in  Emporia,  September  28,  1919.  Mrs.  Pkmiij  was  a 
life  member  of  this  Society.  She  was  a  pioneer  in  Kansas,  having?  come 
to  Emporia  a  bride  in  18()7.  That  city  was  her  home  to  the  end  of  her 
life — fifty-two  years. 

Mrs.  Plumb  was  the  daughter  of  Abijah  Southwick,  who  was  born  at 
Salem,  Mass.,  and  died  in  18G5.  His  ancestors  were  English  Quakers, 
who  settled  at  Salem  about  the  year  1G5G,  where  they  were  persecuted 
because  of  their  faith.  They  were  banished,  and  a  son  and  daughter 
ordered  sold  into  slavery  in  Virginia  or  the  Barbadoes  to  discharge  fines 
imposed  upon  them.  No  shipmaster  cruel  enough  to  carry  them  away 
could  be  found,  and  they  escaped  this  brutal  decree.  When  the  perse- 
cution subsided  the  family  returned  to  Salem.  Abijah  Southwick  was  a 
strong  antislavery  man,  and  his  home  near  Ashtabula  was  one  of  the 
principal  stations  on  the  "underground  railroad"  in  Ohio,  as  many  as 
forty  fugitive  slaves  at  one  time  having  been  concealed,  cared  for  and 
safely  forwarded. 

Colonel  Plumb  and  INIiss  Southwick  were  married  at  the  home  of  the 
bride's  mother,  Ashtabula  county,  Ohio,  March  8,  18G7.  They  went 
immediately  to  Emporia  and  began  housekeeping  in  a  one-story  three- 
room  "box"  house  at  the  corner  of  Merchant  and  Second  streets.  One  of 
the  rooms  was  a  lean-to  kitchen.  In  this  house  they  lived  about  three 
months,  when  they  moved  out  to  Plumb's  claim,  or  preemption,  their  home 
for  the  next  three  years.  Six  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Plumb, 
five  of  whom  survive  their  parents. 


MRS.  IDA  M.  FERRIS. 

In  the  death  of  Mrs.  Ida  M.  Ferris,  October  4,  1919,  this  Society  lost 
a  long-time  member  and  a  staunch  friend  and  supporter. 

Ida  May  St.  John,  daughter  of  Silas  St.  John  and  Ava  Ann  (Corn- 
stock)  St.  John,  was  born  in  Milan,  Erie  county,  Ohio,  September  14, 
1849.  While  a  child  she  moved  with  her  parents  to  Republic,  Seneca 
county,  Ohio.,  and  there  she  received  her  education.  She  was  a  graduate 
of  the  Northwestern  Normal  School.  In  September,  1874,  she  married 
Hiram  Leavenworth  Ferris,  of  Springport,  Mich.,  and  in  1877  they 
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moved  to  Kansas,  settling?  on  a  farm  near  Osa^e  (jLy.  On  this  I'ajm 
Mrs.  Ferris  continued  her  residence  until  her  death. 

Mrs.  Ferris,  as  was  her  mother  before  her,  was  a  teacher.  She  tau^^ht 
her  first  school  when  she  was  but  fifteen  yeai-s  of  a^e,  afterward  teaching 
in  Wisconsin  and  Michigan.  After  coming  to  Kansas  she  taught  in  the 
Osage  City  schools  six  years,  and  also  several  years  in  the  countiy.  She 
was  active  in  local  and  state  club  circles  and  was  prominent  in  eveiy 
progressive  measure  affecting  women  and  childi-en.  She  ojganized  the 
Osage  county  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  and  was  its  first  president. 

Mrs.  Ferris  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  having  joined  it 
in  1875,  and  from  that  church  she  was  buried  in  the  Osage  City  cemetery. 
Her  husband  and  two  sons,  Frank  E.  and  Raymond  M.,  survive  her. 

In  volume  11  of  the  Kansas  Mistoi-ical  Collections  may  be  found  an 
exhaustive  account  of  the  Sauk  and  Fox  Indians  in  Kansas,  prepared  by 
Mrs.  Ferris.  She  was  deeply  interested  in  these  Indians,  knew  them 
well,  and  had  known  much  of  them  before  she  came  to  Kansas.  This 
article  alone  shows  her  ability  as  a  student  and  a  writer.  Mrs.  Ferris 
was  a  descendant  of  colonial  and  Revolutionary  stock  through  both  her 
father  and  mother,  and  her  patriotism  and  love  of  country  was  of  the 
keenest. 


COL.  W.  W.  SMITH. 

Col.  W.  W.  Smith  had  not  been  long  identified  with  us  as  a  member 
of  our  Society,  but  he  had  been  long  a  resident  of  Kansas.  He  was  born 
in  Tarift'ville,  Hartford  county.  Conn.,  June  17,  1844,  and  died  at  Topeka, 
December  22,  1919.  When  he  was  quite  young  his  parents  moved  to 
Danvers,  Mass.,  and  it  was  there  that  he  received  his  education,  and 
afterward  read  law  in  the  office  of  S.  S.  Ives. 

When  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  came  on  he  enlisted  in  company  C, 
Seventeenth  INIassachusetts  infantry.  Very  soon  he  rose  to  be  first  lieu- 
tenant of  his  company,  and  went  on  through  the  official  grades  until  he 
became  lieutenant  colonel  of  his  regiment,  holding  that  title  when  he 
was  mustered  out  after  a  term  of  service  of  three  years  and  nine  months. 

In  18G8  Colonel  Smith  came  to  Kansas,  locating  in  Waterville,  Mar- 
shall county,  and  there  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession.  He 
was  early  interested  in  politics,  and  represented  his  county  in  the  legis- 
lature of  1877,  and  later  was  returned  as  senator  from  his  district.  In 
1918  he  was  made  department  commander  of  the  Grand  Army  in  Kansas, 
serving  one  year.  Colonel  Smith  was  private  secretary  to  both  Senator 
Burton  and  Senator  Curtis,  and  was  a  marked  figure  in  Washington  on 
account  of  his  striking  resemblance  to  Senator  Chauncey  M.  Depew, 
of  New  York. 

In  1880  Colonel  Smith  married  Mrs.  M.  E.  Mills,  of  Waterville.  She 
died  early  in  December,  1919,  and  grief  over  her  death  is  supposed  to 
have  hastened  the  death  of  Colonel  Smith.    They  had  no  children. 
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I'AIiKISON  I.  liONKIiltAKK. 

Ill  tilt'  death  of  I*.  I.  liombtakL'  the  Historical  Society  loses  its  oldest 
member  in  point  of  years  of  nienibersliip.  He  was  of  the  itineration  of 
the  fathers  of  this  Society,  and  from  the  hcKinnin^  K^ive  nid  in  many  ways 
to  the  new  orj^anization,  not  yet  strong  enou^li  to  stand  alone.  Htt  lias 
seen  the  Society  ^row  into  a  splendid  institution  and  has  continually 
contributed  to  its  welfare.  In  our  files  are  reminiscences  written  by 
him,  ^ivin^  interesting^  data,  lost  but  for  his  wisdom  in  preserving  it. 

P.  I.  Bonelirake  was  born  in  Pi-eble  county,  Ohio,  September  25,  183(5, 
and  died  at  Topeka,  March  li),  1920.  He  was  the  son  of  (ieor^^e  Bcjne- 
brake  and  Eliza  (Adams)  Bonebrake,  pioneers  in  Ohio,  and  the  youngest 
of  their  three  children,  Jane,  Johiel  H.,  and  Parkison  I.  From  Ohio  the 
Bonebrake  family  moved  to  Abbin^ton,  Ind.,  where  Mrs.  Bonebrake  died 
in  1848.  From  Indiana  the  family  went  to  Iowa,  settling  in  Attica,  where 
the  two  sons  went  into  business. 

On  December  18,  1857,  P.  I.  Bonebrake  and  Miss  IMartha  A.  Lowe  were 
married,  and  in  May,  1859,  left  Iowa  for  Kansas.  From  the  date  of  his 
advent  in  Kansas  Mr.  Bonebrake  was  identified  with  public  affairs.  He 
served  in  different  county  ofiices,  and  was  auditor  of  state  from  October 
2,  187G,  to  January,  1883.  After  his  retirement  from  the  Auditor's  office 
he  became  interested  in  the  Central  National  Bank,  and  continued  as  an 
officer  and  director  of  that  institution  until  his  death.  He  was  a  thorou^j^h- 
tioing  business  man  and  had  many  business  interests  in  different  parts  of 
the  state.  As  a  man  and  a  public  official  the  people  of  Kansas  placed 
entire  confidence  in  him,  and  that  trust  was  never  betrayed.  In  Topeka, 
where  he  lived  for  sixty  years,  he  stood  for  all  that  was  best  in  the  com- 
munity, and  never  lost  interest  in  the  welfare  of  his  town  and  state. 

Mrs.  Bonebrake  died  June  10,  1905.  Two  sons  survive  Mr.  Bonebrake 
— Francis  M.  and  Frederick  B. 


PETER  FISHER. 

Peter  Fisher,  a  long-time  member  of  this  Society,  died  March  21,  1920, 
at  the  Masonic  Home  in  Wichita.  He  was  born  August  27,  1829,  in  Glas- 
gow, Scotland,  and  came  to  this  country  in  1849,  settling  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. It  was  there,  at  Portsmouth,  that  he  met  Miss  Elizabeth  Lowrie, 
who  became  his  wife  in  1850.  In  May,  1857,  Mr.  and  ]\Irs.  Fisher  left 
Dover,  N.  H.,  for  "the  West,"  intending  to  stop  in  St.  Joseph,  Mo.  They 
were  not  pleased  with  that  town  and  stayed  only  a  few  weeks,  coming  on 
to  Topeka  early  in  June.  Soon  after  reaching  Topeka  Mr.  Fisher  appren- 
ticed himself  to  John  Elliott  to  learn  the  trade  of  stonemason,  and  con- 
tinued his  connection  with  Mr.  Elliott  for  some  years.  He  did  stone  work 
on  the  old  east  wing  of  the  statehouse  and  on  many  other  buildings  in 
Topeka.  Besides  his  trade  as  a  stonemason  he  belonged  to  the  shoe- 
makers' craft,  and  since  about  1870  followed  that  trade  entirely.  In  his 
day  he  was  a  great  bootmaker.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fisher  had  no  children,  but 
they  reared  a  girl,  who  later  became  Mrs.  Frank  D.  Halm.  Mrs.  Fisher 
died  in  1905,  and  in  1919  Mr.  Fisher,  having  no  one  to  care  for  him,  \vent 
to  the  Masonic  Home  at  Wichita. 
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CHAKLKS  H.  '1^]T(^S. 

We  are  called  to  clirouicle  the  death  (;f  ari(jther  lori^^-time  and  dfei)l\ 
interested  niember  of  this  Society  in  the  i)assinL'-  of  Charles  U.  Titus,  who 
died  April  If),  l[)20,  in  TopeUa. 

Captain  Titus  was  born  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  December  15,  1835,  anrl  there 
he  received  his  education.  At  the  commencement  of  the  War  of  the  Re- 
bellion he  enlisted  in  the  Union  army,  April  15,  IHGl,  and  in  nine  houis 
recruited  a  com])any  for  the  Sixth  Ohio  infantry.  This  company  becan.e 
company  C,  of  which  he  was  made  second  lieutenant.  In  the  fall  of  181)1 
he  was  appointed  a  recruiting-  oflicer  by  the  governor  of  Ohio  and  helped 
recruit  and  orj^anize  the  Sixty-third  Ohio  infantry,  and  was  made  cap- 
tain of  company  F. 

In  18G2  Captain  Titus  was  married  to  Miss  Sarah  E.  GilFey.  They 
came  to  Kansas  in  1871,  locating?  lirst  on  a  homestead  in  Morris  county, 
and  ten  years  later  removed  to  To])eka,  Caj)tain  Titus  held  different 
positions  of  trust  in  Morris  county  as  well  as  later  in  Shawnee  county. 
He  is  survived  by  his  son,  Charles  Titus,  who  lives  in  Oakland,  Cal. 


IRA  DAY  BROUGHER. 

In  the  death  of  Ira  D.  Brougher  this  Society  has  suffered  a  great  loss. 
He  was  one  of  our  most  interested  and  helpful  members  and  rarely  missed 
an  annual  meeting.  During  the  period  that  he  served  as  commander  cf 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  he  was  closely  associated  with  us,  and 
it  is  with  a  sense  of  personal  loss  that  we  note  his  passing.  We  hoped 
for  greater  help  and  interest  from  Mr.  Brougher,  but  his  death  came  too 
soon. 

Ira  Day  Brougher  was  born  in  York  county,  Pennsylvania,  May  14, 
184;},  and  died  at  Great  Bend,  Kan.,  May  17,  1920.  He  came  to  Bartcn 
county  in  1S71,  taking  up  a  homestead  in  South  Bend  township.  There 
he  I'emained  until  lie  had  perfected  his  title,  when  he  moved  to  Great 
Bend  and  resided  there  until  his  death. 

Mr.  Brougher  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  enlisted  in  company 
F,  Thirteenth  Pennsylvania,  serving  until  1863,  when  on  account  of 
wounds  received  at  Antietam,  which  resulted  in  the  loss  of  his  arm,  he 
was  discharged.  After  his  recovery  he  returned  to  his  old  command  and 
endeavored  to  reenlist,  but  was  finally  forced  to  be  satisfied  with  a  place 
in  the  United  States  Military  Railroad  Department,  where  he  served  until 
186G. 

Mr.  Brougher  had  so  long  been  identified  with  Great  Bend  that  he 
had  become  an  integral  part  of  the  ,town  and  its  progress.  He  w^as 
always  interested  in  public  affairs  and  served  his  county  in  various 
capacities — county  clerk,  clerk  of  the  district  court,  and  representative. 
He  was  a  public-spirited  citizen,  and  no  man  will  be  more  missed  from 
his  town  and  county  than  Ira  Brougher.  He  is  survived  by  his  brother 
Samuel.

.JUDl)  STKWAK'l'. 

In  the  death  of  Judd  Stewart,  of  New  York,  (juc  Society  fias  lost  an- 
other of  its  life  members.  Mr.  Stewart  was  Ijorn  near  Lawrence,  Kan., 
May  14,  18()7,  the  son  of  Lewis  N*.  and  Julia  (Krei^ht)  Stewart.  When 
he  was  three  months  old  his  parents  moved  to  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  there 
Judd  Stewart  prew  up  and  received  his  education.  In  188li  he  went  to 
work  for  the  Kansas  City  Smelting  and  Refininj^  Company,  stayinj^  with 
them  some  years.  lie  eventually  went  to  New  York,  where  he  became 
an  officer  and  director  of  the  American  Smelting  and  Refining  (Company, 
and  later  was  associated  with  the  (Guggenheim  Brothers. 

Mr.  Stewart  was  an  exceedingly  hard  worker,  but  he  had  two  forms 
of  recreation — golf  and  collecting  Lincoln  items.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  had  the  most  complete  collection  of  Lincohiiana  in  existence, 
and  thi'ough  his  generosity  with  his  duplicates  the  Lincoln  section  of  the 
library  of  this  Society  has  been  enriched. 

On  September  18,  1888,  Mr.  Stewart  was  married  to  Miss  Bell,  of 
Omaha.  When  business  drew  them  east  to  make  a  permanent  residence 
they  chose  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  as  their  home.  Mr.  Stewart  died  at  Watkins 
Glen,  N.  Y.,  July  3,  1920.    He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  three  sons. 


CHARLES  SUMNER  GLEED. 

Charles  Sumner  Gleed  was  born  in  Morrisville,  Vt.,  March  23,  1856,  the 
son  of  Thomas  and  Cornelia  (Fisk)  Gleed.  His  father  died  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  and  Mrs.  Gleed,  with  her  two  sons, 
Charles  and  Willis,  came  to  Lawrence,  Kan.,  to  make  their  future  home. 
In  Lawrence  Charles  Gleed  was  educated  and  made  his  entry  into  the 
newspaper  world.    He  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1884. 

In  1888  Mr.  Gleed  was  married  to  Miss  Mabel  Gore,  of  Lawrence,  and 
since  that  time  'Popeka  has  been  their  liome,  and  it  was  in  Topeka  that 
Mr.  Gleed  died,  July  25,  li)20.  For  nearly  a  year  he  had  been  fighting  to 
regain  his  health,  but  it  was  not  to  be.  He  is  survived  by  Mrs.  Gleed  and 
his  three  daughters — Mrs.  Roy  S.  Thompson,  Joanna  and  Grace. 

No  brief  sketch  such  as  could  be  here  printed  can  adequately  cover  the 
busy,  generous,  helpful  and  loving  life  of  Charles  Gleed,  but  we  are  re- 
printing an  appreciation  from  the  pen  of  a  man  who  had  been  closely 
connected  with  him. 

Charles  S.  Gleed  is  dead.  Each  word  is  a  tug  at  our  heartstrings;  each 
word  is  a  lump  in  our  throats. 

He  was  a  natural  leader  of  men.  No  matter  how  disputed  the  barri- 
cade, he  always  took  the  heaviest  blows  and  gave  all  the  praise  to  those 
who  fought  at  his  side.  To  the  men  who  labored  in  the  great  industries 
in  which  he  held  high  rank,  he  was  never  master.  He  never  set  himself 
apart.  He  always  gave  them  to  understand  and  think  and  feel  and  know 
that  he  was  one  of  them,  marching  with  them  in  a  common  cause.  He  dis- 
tinguished the  value  of  a  man,  not  from  rank  or  clothes  or  power,  but 
from  the  man  himself.  He  welcomed  every  opportunity  to  be  with  his  men 
His  spoken  and  written  word  to  them,  always  given  willingly  from  the 
heart,  was  a  personal  message. 
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Ik'  bt'lon^':o(l  to  his  men;  not  tlicy  to  liiin.  His  was  an  t-xfjuisitc  sjiirit 
of  very  j^rcat  unscHisliiicss.  It  shone  from  out  his  eyes,  carried  upon  a 
smile  born  of  sheer  love  and  goodness.  He  ^rave  the  greatest  tiiiriic  any 
man  can  K've — himself.  The  success  and  welfare  and  hapfiiness  of  his 
men  was  as  vital  to  him  as  the  success  of  the  industry  of  which  he  wa« 
captain.  Their  problems  were  his  i)roblems;  their  tasks  were  his  tasks; 
their  trials  were  his  trials.  And  as  his  men  learned  to  know  this,  there 
was  a  beaten  path  to  his  door,  and  no  matter  how  exactin^c  arduous  his 
duties,  he  stopped  and  welcomed  tliem  with  an  open  heart  and  ^rave  thein 
an  answer  and  a  solution  and  help. 

His  invariable  sunimarizint!,-  answer,  as  the  problems  of  others,  whether 
business  or  personal,  were  brought  to  him,  was,  "Is  there  somethinj^  we 
can  do  for  him?" 

His  magnificent  vision,  which  laced  together  vast  stretches  with  velvet 
ribbons  of  steel;  which  threaded  and  linked  i!:riiiit  distances  with  intelli- 
j2:ence-transmittin^  wires;  which  builded  banks  and  achieved  ^reat  com- 
mercial successes;  which  created  a  j^'reat  newspaper  founded  upon  fine 
ideals — these  were  master  mental  deeds.  But  the  heart  that  was  in  him 
would  alone  have  won  him  .u'reatness. 

His  incisive  mind,  tempered  with  j^entle  human  understanding  and 
buoyed  up  with  ennobling-  generosity,  sent  many,  many  men  upon  their 
way  rejoicing":,  with  sunshine  in  their  vision  whei'e  before  there  had  only 
been  lowering  clouds. 

He  had  a  courage  of  flint;  was  a  human  dynamo  of  energy;  had  a 
mental  grasp  of  steel;  but  withal  he  was  as  tender  as  the  gentlest  woman. 

He  was  a  truly  great  man,  because  his  great  successes  only  marie  him 
more  sweet  and  gentle,  and  stretched  out  his  heart  and  hand  still  more 
;ind  more  to  those  who  sought  to  make  headway  upon  the  highway  of  life. 

He  loved  children  and  flowers  and  music  and  books.  He  had  senti- 
ment. The  world  without  sentiment  is  nothing.  He  had  a  friendly  phi- 
losophy— the  philosophy  of  faith  and  hope  and  good  cheer  and  high  ideals 
and  clean  fighting. 

We  who  loved  him  must  not  fail  him.  We  must  seek  to  be  not  less 
great  than  the  splendid  heritage  of  heart  and  spirit  which  he  gave  us  and 
lived  for  us.  As  we  cry  out  good-bye  to  him  on  the  wings  of  night,  we 
thank  God  he  was  ours  to  know  and  have  and  love. — W.  R.  Kerchp:r. 


LAFAYETTE  HOWELL  THOMPSON. 

L.  H.  Thompson,  of  Norton,  Kan.,  a  member  of  this  Society,  died  at 
Savannah,  Mo.,  September  22,  1920.  He  was  the  youngest  son  of  Mark 
B.  and  Harriet  Thompson,  and  was  born  in  Elkhart  county,  Indiana,  Feb- 
ruary 20,  1851.  He  received  his  education  in  the  schools  of  his  native 
state,  and  after  graduating  from  the  University  taught  some  years.  In 
1876  he  moved  to  Iowa,  where  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1878.  In 
1879  he  came  to  Kansas,  settling  in  Norton,  and  since  that  time  he  has 
been  associated  with  the  growth  and  progress  of  the  town  and  county. 
He  was  an  able  lawyer  and  a  prominent  citizen,  very  active  in  public 
affairs.  He  had  held  office  in  the  county  at  different  times  from  1880, 
when  he  was  elected  county  attorney.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  one 
of  the  Republican  presidential  electors  nominated  at  the  August  state- 
wide primary. 

Mr.  Thompson  was  married  to  Miss  Julia  A.  Maxwell,  August  22,  1880, 
and  she,  with,  their  two  children,  Mark  B.  and  Pearl,  survives  him.
